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THE UNWRITTEN LAW. 





On the morning of Feb. 3, at Arlington, N. J., 
Thomas G. Baker shot and grievously wounded the 
Rev. John Keller. At the trial, which took place recentl 
in Jersey City, counsel for the defense, under a plea ¢ 
insanity, attempted to show by expert evidence that th 
pretended discovery of a criminal assault committed upon hi 
wife was sufficient to induce a state of mental irresponsibilit 
in the defendant. Then the prisoner himself was called 
to the stand, and the following questions were pro- 
pounded: 


“Just prior to the day of the shooting did you receive from 
your wife any story in which the name of Mr. Keller was men- 
tioned? 

“Did you have any conversation with your wife about Mr. 
Keller just prior to the shooting? 

“About two weeks before the shooting did a Mr. Thompson, 
living in the same house with you, have a conversation with 
you wherein he made statements concerning the condition of 
your wife and her relations with Keller?”

of the State Prosecutor to the evidence was sustained, 
and the proposed defense crumbled to pieces. 
[he plea of insanity is of course interposed in cases 


of this kind simply and purely as a pretext for a verdict 
which will sustain the injured husband in taking the 
law into his own hands. Among the earliest cases in 
which it was made use of was, we believe that of Sickles. 
Here a jury found the General insane at the exact in- 
stant of pulling the trigger, though he was in a con- 
dition of perfect mental responsibility one second be- 
fore and one second after. We think that the New Jer- 
sey court erred in rejecting evidence as to the con- 
fession. Judge Blair seems to have based his ruling 
upon the sole proposition that the seduction of a wife 
was not a suthcient defense. But the confessions were 
not offered for such purpose though it may be admitted, that 
it would have had such effect. As Judge Hogeboom 
has stated in the Cole case tried at Albany Oyer and 
Terminer in November, 1863: “ Their introduction was 


permitted, not as furnishing evidence of the facts 
themselves, but as communications made to the 
husband, and which were calculated more or 


less to operate upon his mind, and influence his con- 
duct, and to enable you, in the light of subsequent events, 
to judge how far they did so operate, and to determine 
to what extent the knowledge or information of these 
facts was calculated to explain and to mitigate, or to 
justify the homicide subsequently committed. As in- 
terpreting the prisoner’s subsequent conduct, as throw- 
ing light upon the state of his mind, they are admissible 
and proper to be considered. As furnishing evidence to 
you in this case of the commission of adultery, they 
were not allowed to be introduced, and are not proper 
to be considered.” 

Then, again, as was stated by the Court of Appeals 
in 1897, in the Conroy case: 

“The trial judge properly limited the effect of the evi- 
dence as to the moral misconduct of deceased as show- 
ing the influence it may have had upon defendant’s mind 
and not as a direct justification for taking the life of his 
wife.” 

The fact that the prisoner is the offspring of epi- 
leptic parents, or that when a child he fell and injured 
himself so that a warping of the brain took place; in 
fact, all predisposing causes to a state of insanity are 
properly receivable, going as so many links in the chain 
of evidertce. First, however, a proper foundation should 
have been laid as was attempted in the present instance, 
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by showing that in an individual possessed of a tem- 
perament similar to that of defendant, the confessions 
would be apt to induce a state of non compos. 

“Insanity” is probably the most indefinite term known 
to the law, with the exception of “fraud.” As we are all 
aware, the judges of England attempted to define it in 
the McNaughton case and the States of this country 
(with the exception of New Hampshire and a small 
following which have set up a rule of their own) seem 
to have followed this definiion in theory end very often 
repudiated it in practice. 

Without attempting therefore to enter into any the- 
ory of “emotional insanity’’ or to discuss whether the 
action of Barker was justified in the forum of conscience 
it can be said we think that the ruling of Judge Blair 
is open to serious objection.

RIGHT OF ANIMALS TO USE OF STREETS. 





The dog’s right not to be injured by the trolley car, 
and presumably by other vehicles, was asserted not long 
ago by the Appellate Court (Illinois) in the case of West 
Chicago Street Railroad Company vs. Klecka. The 
facts were that one night a great Dane was out in the 
street near the track. So far as appears he was not 
fooling or playing with other dogs and was not conduct- 
ing himself otherwise than as was consistent with his 
dignity and happiness. The motorman, it seems, took it 
for granted that the dog’s instinct would keep him out 
of the way of the moving car, and so the dog received no 
warning other than that given by the usual noise and 
light of the approaching car. In these circumstances 
the dog went on the track and was killed. The evidence 
on the trial showed that the dog could have been seen 
by the motorman at a distance of fifty feet or more, as 
he was sniffing along close to the track. In deciding 
against the company the court ruled that the motorman 
had no right to rely upon the quickness of the dog in 
getting out of danger, and held that it was his duty 
either to warn the dog, or even to stop the car, if nec- 
essary, to avoid the accident. The comment is made 
that apparently this decision imposes a greater degree 
of care upon a street car company in respect to dogs 
thag.in respect to children. The leading Lllinois case 
holds that a gripman or motorman is not obliged to 
slacken his usual speed on seeing children standing in 
the street not far from the track, and that if he stops 
his car as soon as possible after he sees them start to 
run across the track he does his full duty. Neither dogs 
nor children should be obliged unnecessarily to “run for 
it’ or take their chances of being injured.

MENTS UPON SHAREHOLD- 
ERS OF NATIONAL BANKS. 





An interesting decision in banking law was recently 
rendered by District Court Judge Newman in an action 
before the Circuit Court for the Northern District of 
Georgia. It was there held that— 

1. Under the National banking act (Rev. St. § 5151), 
requiring that the shareholders of every National bank 
shall be held individually responsible, equally and rata- 
bly, and not one for another, for all debts of the bank, 
to the extent of the amount of their stock, at the par 
value thereof, in addition to the amount invested in such 
sock, a stockholder cannot be required to make good 
tue failure of another stockholder to pay his assessment; 
and, where an assessment has been made, it must be 
considered, for the purpose of making a second assess- 
nent, as if the entire assessment had been paid. 

2. Where stockholders of a National bank have 
paid an assessment to a receiver of the bank, the re- 
ceiver becomes the trustee of the creditors; and any 
loss he may sustain by investments, in endeavoring to 
save the debts of the bank, cannot be charged to the 
stareholders, and made the subject of an additional as- 
sessment. 

_ William Lease, receiver of the Chattahoochee Na- 
tonal Bank, sought to recover from Barschall and 
others, stockholders, a second assessment of 39 per cent.; 
tere having been a former assessment of 61 per cent. 
some $14,802.17 of the amount sought to be collected 
Was to make good the failure of stockholders to pay the 
amount of the former assessment. The exact language 
at the National banking act (Rev. St. § 5151) is as 
follows : 

_ “The shareholders of every National banking asso- 
Cation shall be held individually responsible, . equally 
ind ratably, and not one for another, for all contracts, 
iebts and engagements of such association, to the ex- 
‘ent of the amount of their stock therein, at the ‘par 


value thereof, in addition to the amount invested in 
such shares.” 


No shareholder, it will seem, can be required to 
make good the failure of another shareholder to pay the 
amount of his assessment; and, where an assessment of 
$61,000 is made, it must be considered, for the purpose 
of making another assessment, as if the entire $61,000 
had been paid. 

In U.S. v. Knox, ro2 U. S. 422, 26 L. Ed. 216, in 
the opinion by Mr. Justice Swayne, the Supreme Court 
states the rule in reference to the assessment of stock- 
holders as follows: 

“In the process to be pursued to fix the amount of 
the separate liability of each of the shareholders, it is 
necessary to ascertain (1) the whole amount of the par 
value of all the stock held by all the shareholders; (2) 
the amount of the deficit to be paid after exhausting all 
the assets of the bank; (3) then to apply the rule that 
each shareholder shall contribute such sum as will bear 
the same proportion to the whole amount of the deficit 
as his stock bears to the whole amount of the capital 
stock of the bank, at its par value. There is a limita- 
tion of this liability. It cannot, in the aggregate, ex- 
ceed the entire amount of the par value of all the stock.” 

As to the rights of stockholders in case an attempt 
is made to assess them in violation of this rule, this is 
stated: 

“Although assessments made by the controller under 
the circumstances of the first assessment in this case, 
and all other assessments, successive or otherwise, not 
exceeding the par value of all the stock of the bank, 
are conclusive upon the stockholders, yet if he were to 
attempt to enforce one made, clearly and palpably, con- 
trary to the views we have expressed, it cannot be 
doubted that a court of equity, if its aid were invoked, 
would promptly restrain him by injunction.” 

It appears jurther that the receiver lost a large 
amount in endeavoring to save debts of the bank, by in- 
vesting in various properties—a brewery, a coal mine, 
and an orange grove—and that it is attempted to make 
this good, also, by this additional assessment against the 
stockholders. It is clear that, after money has been 
paid by the stockholders into the hands of the receiver 
of a National bank, the receiver becomes the trustee of 
the creditors, and any loss he may sustain, however hon- 
est his endeavor to benefit the creditors of the bank, 
cannot be charged to the shareholders, and made the 
subject of additional assessment. In Scott v. Arm- 
strong, 146 U. S. 499, 13 Sup. Ct. 148, 36 L. Ed. 1059, 
it is said that the receiver of a National bank takes the 
assets in trust for the creditors. (Lease v. Barschall, 
106 Fed. R. 762.) 








TIME TO APOLOGIZE. 


Several months ago some of our exceedingly righ- 
teous contemporaries, both legal and lay, were passing 
through all sorts of virtuous spasms because the son of 
Justice Harlan had been appointed Attorney General 
of Porto Rico. This fact, it was argued, was of itself 
sufficient to bias the mind of a member of the United 
States Supreme Court. Acting upon this theory, they 
proceeded to impeach his opinion in advance. The very 
least that was said by any of them was that the father 
could not conscientiously sit in the insular cases. 

It is interesting to note that the most vigorous dis- 
senting and anti-administrative opinion was that of Jus- 
tice Harlan. Isn't it about time for some one to 








step up and apologize? 
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A MOCKERY OF JUSTICE. 





The inordinate extent to which the ltfe of a con- 
demned murderer can be prolonged is illustrated in the 
case of Charles W. Nordstrom of the State of Washing- 
ton. Nordstrom was convicted of murder in the first 
degree and sentenced to be hanged ten years ago. Since 
then his lawyer, ex-Congressman James Hamilton 
Lewis, has succeeded in carrying the case up to the 
United States Supreme Court four times, on technical 
points very largely. If one plea for a rehearing had to 
be abandoned, another would be set up. The present 
ground for appeal is that the condemned man has be- 
come insane during his imprisonment, and, therefore, 
cannot be hanged. It is curious to note the method 
Mr. Lewis has employed in working along the insan- 
ity line. As reported, the case reads: 

“The judge sent several physicians to see Nordstrom, 
and they reported he was sane. Tired with the long de- 
lay, the judge directed that he be hanged in ten days. 
Mr. Lewis then jumped on a train and hurried to Narra- 
gansett Pier, where he found Supreme Court Justice 
McKenna, a guest of Justice White, and from him ob- 
tained another stay of execution. He now held that 
under the New York code, which has been adopted by 
Washington, Nordstrom was entitled to have his sanity 
examined by a jury, and that such an examination had 
not been made. The Supreme Court of Washington 
State decided against him and this question is now on 
appeal to the United States Supreme Court. While the 
question of sanity was being argued Mr. Lewis went into 
the Federal Circuit Court and moved that the defendant 
be discharged on the ground that the whole proceeding 
was illegal, as he had been refused a review by the 
State Supreme Court. The Circuit Court deciding ad- 
versely, he took another appeal to the Supreme Court.” 

By having each appeal heard at a different time, Lewis 
hopes to prolong his client’s life. The case appears to 
be unprecedented in its delay, the nearest approach to 
it being that of a murderer in Utah, whose case was 
carried to the United States Supreme Court three times 
before the man was hanged, six years after the date of 
his crime. Lewis’ manceuvring ought to be circum- 
vented somehow by the court, since it constitutes a 
scandal. 








RIGHT OF A THIRD PARTY TO SUE ON CON- 
TRACT MADE FOR HIS BENEFIT—THE 
CONNECTICUT RULE. 


Connecticut dissents from the prevailing doctrine for 
the Supreme Court of Errors in Morgan v. Randolph— 
Clowes Co. (51 L. R. A. 653) held that an agreement 
ty a corporation organized to take the property and 
carry on the business of a co-partnership upon the death 
of one of the members, by which it binds itself to pay 
ali the partnership debts, cannot be enforced in an action 
at law by a creditor of the co-partnership, since he was 
not a party to the contract, and it was not made for 
his benefit. 

“The question in this case,” says the Court, “is 
whether, upon the facts stated in the complaint, the 
plaintiff can maintain an action at law against the de- 
fendant for its refusal to pay his debt. It is probably 
true that in many, perhaps in most, of the State courts 
he could do so; but, whatever the law in relation to this 
matter may be elsewhere, it must now be regarded as 
the settled general rule in this State that where A simply 
agrees with B, upon a valid consideration, to assume and 
pay B’s debts, and save B harmless therefrom, C, a 
creditor of B, cannot maintain an action at law against 








A for his refusal to pay the debt due from B toc 
Treat v. Stanton, 14 Conn. 445; Clapp v: Lawton, i

brance, Gen. Stat. § 983. It was claimed by the plaintig 
that independently of legislation there are exceptions, 
real or seeming, to this general rule, even in jurisdic. 
tions where it prevails, and that this case falls within 
the exceptions, or some of them. Some of these s0. 
called exceptions are stated in Meech v. Ensign, 4y 
Conn. 203, 44 Am. Rep. 225, and Baxter v. Camp, 71 
Conn. 245, 42 L. R. A. 514, 41 Atl. 803; but in reference 
to such cases, and others like them in the books, it has 
been well said that they can with at least equal propriety 
be deemed illustrations of the rightful application of the 
general rule itself under exceptional circumstances. Bay. 
ter v. Camp, 71 Conn. 248, 42 L. R. A. 514, 41 Atl. 83, 
The case at bar is not within any of the seeming excep- 
tions to the rule. The agreement made between the 
defendant and the administrator and surviving partner 
was made solely for the benefit and advantage of the 
immediate parties to it, as is apparent from its terms, 
and the transactions between them out of which it 
sprang. The parties to it had no intention of conferring 
upon the plaintiff any rights in his favor against the 
defendant by the contract, nor did the defendant intend 
by such agreement to assume any legal obligation to the 
plaintiff to pay his debt. The plaintiff is not seeking to 
enforce any particular equity which he claims to have in 
the property of the copartnership which was transferred 
to the corporation, nor any equity which he claims to 
have, eitHer personally or through the administrator or 
surviving partner, against the corporation itself. He is 
seeking to enforce a legal obligation, pure and simple, 
and nothing else. He says such obligation to pay him 
rests upon the defendant by virtue of the fact that it 
received all the copartnership property, and agreed, in 
consideration thereof, with some one else—a stranger 
to the plaintiff—to do certain things which would ‘- 
rectly benefit the promisee, and some of which woul 
perhaps incidentally benefit the plaintiff. Upon the facts 
stated in the complaint, we are of opinion that no such 
obligation rested upon the defendant.” 








JURYMEN, TAKE WARNING. 


It doesn’t pay for a jury to play practical jokes on 
the Court. This discovery has recently been made oy 
twelve good and true citizens of Brooklyn, N. Y. The 
case was given to them at two o’clock, and Justice Rich 
informed them that when they had agreed upon a ver 
ict, they could make known that fact to the clerk, who 
would discharge them. About five p. m. they handed 4 
sealed envelope to the clerk which, it was stated, col 
tained the verdict.

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HE PRACTICAL OPERATION OF THE BANK- 
RUPTCY ACT FOR THE PAST HALF YEAR. 


An excellent barometer of business conditions pre- 
yailing throughout the United States is disclosed by the 
summary of the semi-annual reports of bankruptcy busi- 
ness for the period ending March 31, 1gor, recently sub- 
mitted to the United States Attorney-General by E. C. 


i Brandenburg, the well-known author and expert of the 


Department of Justice. It appears that during this pe- 
riod 9,516 voluntary petitions were filed, as against 
8000 for the preceding six months, 12,120 for the six 
months ending March 31, 1900, 10,124 for the six months 
ending Sept. 30, 1899, and 9,052 for the six months 
ending March 31, 1899, thus showing no appreciable 
yariation from the average number of petitions filed since 
the\law went into operation, though it is over 2,600 
less than for the corresponding period of last year. 
For the same period, 1,076 petitions in involuntary 
bankruptcy were filed, this being slightly in excess of 
the average for the past two years and a half. 

The report shows furthermore that a large percent- 
age of those taking advantage of the voluntary feature 
ot the law are old insolvents, who are seeking this means 
of resuscitating themselves in the business world, 
though it is practically impossible to definitely state the 
exact number. 

The data obtained for the first two years’ operation 
of the National Bankruptcy law was necessarily incom- 
plete, by reason of the fact that it had not been in 
operation sufficiently long to enable more definite in- 
formation. Reports have now been supplied by referees 
throughout the United States covering such cases as 
have been closed only, and for the past six months 
of the voluntary cases 7,057 have been closed. In these 
the total liabilities—direct and contingent—have been 
$84,955,097, while the net assets realized for distribution 
as dividends have been $3,587,447. The data also dis- 
closes another interesting fact, and that is that of this 
number in 760 cases the total liabilities were less than 
$500; in 840 cases between $500 and $1,000, and in 3,000 
cases between $1,000 and $5,000, the balance being for 
larger sums in varying amounts. It also appears that 
747 who filed petitions were farmers, 3,843 wage earners, 
1,377 merchants, 123 manufacturers, 143 professional 
men and the balance had occupations of a miscella- 
neous character. Of the involuntary cases, 325 were 
closed during the year, in which the total liabilities were 
$4,626,948, while the total assets realized were $879,597. 
In Hawaii but three petitions have been filed, two for 
voluntary bankruptcy and one for involuntary bank- 
tuptcy. 

Mr. Brandenburg, by reason of his intimate retations 
with the subject, has kept in close touch with the busi- 
ness interests, and states that it may be safely said that 
with one or two exceptions, for which Congress will 
doubtless make provision at an early date, the law is 
meeting with almost universal approbation. As time 
passes its superiority over many of the State insolvency 
and assignment laws in reducing the expense of admin- 
istration to a minimum, with the resultant of maximum 
dividends, together with the disappearance of prefer- 
ences, either through legal proceedings or fraud, is re- 
dounding to the advantage of the business world. Nearly 
every feature of any consequence in the law has now 
been interpreted by the Federal courts throughout the 
country, while the United States Supreme Court has 
passed upon several fundamental questions, thus plac- 
mg Congress in a position to act advisedly upon the 
question of amendments when suggested to that body at 





The experience gained by the commercial interests 
ander the present law has afforded a keener insight into 
its practical advantages than was expected or could have 
been anticipated, and while the existence of the present 
law is no guaranty against fraud, or that the dishonest 
debtor will not endeavor to use its machinery to his ad- 
vantage and to the detriment of the creditor whenever 
possible, yet the opportunities under the various State 
assignment and insolvency laws were so much greater 
and the frauds frequently so much more flagrant, that 
the Federal law has come to be looked upon as one of 
the most beneficent and advantageous to the business 
world that has been placed upon our statute books for 
many years.

No one will pretend that it is a successful 
administration of criminal justice in which three such 
miscarriages are reported in one week. No one imag- 
ines that the conditions thus represented are not largely 
responsible for the 10,000 annual homicides and 100 an- 
nual lynchings which make this country the most blood- 
ily lawless in the civilized world—New York “Press.” 
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AN INVOLVED QUERY IN THE LAW OF IN- 
SOLVENCY. 





Some of the most difficult cases are those determin- 
ing the proper methods in which to distribute dividends 
of an insolvent’s estate. What is the effect of collateral 
received? Is the dividend upon the entire amount of 
the claim or upon the original amount less a sum al- 
ready realized on collateral? If preferences are given, do 
the preferred creditors receive a percentage of the entire 
sum, or must they deduct what they have already re- 
ceived and accept a dividend only on the remainder? 
These and divers other similar questions have been 
passed and repassed upon by the courts. A new query, 
however, is put in a recent decision in a case in the New 
York Supreme Court (Van Woert v. Olmstead), It would 
have been preferable for purposes of citation had the 
matter been carried up to the Court of Appeals in- 
stead of ending with a confirmance of the referee’s opin- 
ion at Special Term. We believe, however, that Dallas 
Flannagan, Esq., the referee, has deciced the case in such a 
way as to leave no ground to question the correctness 
of the ruling. 

The action was for an accounting, the subject there- 
of being a fund in the hands of the defendants, Thompson 
& Mairs, which arose in the following manner: 

The defendants, Olmstead & Taylor, were stock 
brokers, and the plaintiff and the defendants, Pike, Com- 
stock, Franklin & Seamans, and defendant Weeks’ as- 
signor, were customers of that firm. The plaintiff and 
these customers had on deposit with Olmstead & Taylor 
certain stocks whieh Olmstead & Taylor held as col- 
lateral security for various sums due on their several 
accounts. Olmstead & Taylor intermingled these securi- 
ties, and re-hypothecated the whole with defendants 
Thompson & Mairs for a larger sum than was due them 
from either of their said customers, thus converting 
the securities (Douglas v. Carpenter, 17 App. Div. 329). 
Olmstead & Taylor thereafter failed, and made a gen- 
eral assignment to defendant Swann, and Thompson & 
Mairs then sold all the securities pledged by Olmstead 
& Taylor, satisfied Olmstead & Taylor's indebtedness 
to them out of the proceeds, and now hold the balance 
subject to the outcome of this action. 

“There is no issue of fact in the case,” observes the 
referee, “and the only question of law is in what manner 
an equitable distribution of this fund should be reached. 
While the principles are well settled which entitle the 
various claimants to follow the proceeds of their stock 
into this fund, and which entitle them to a preference 
with respect thereto as against the general creditors, 
represented by the assignee (Sillcocks vs. Gallaudet, 21 
N. Y. Supp. 552; Smith vs. Savin, 141 N. Y. 315; La 
Marchant vs. Moore, 150 N. Y. 209; Whitlock vs. Sea- 
board National Bank, 29 Misc. 84), none of the many 
counsel engaged have pointed to any authority which 
states what method should govern the distribution of 
this fund, and so far as I have been able to learn, the 
question has never been directly considered by any court 
of this State. Two contentions are urged. On the one 
hand, it is said that the fund should be divided in the 
proportion of the “equities” or margins of the various 
parties in their respective stocks; that is to say, in 
proportion to the interest of each creditor in his stock 
after deducting his indebtedness to Olmstead & Taylor. 
On the other hand, it is contended that inasmuch as the 
title to the whole of his stock remained at all times en- 
tirely in each creditor that the distribution should be 
made in proportion to the total value of their several 
holdings without reference to their several indebtedness 
to Olmstead & Taylor. 

“Where the fund to be distributed is equal to or 
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greater than the aggregate ‘equities’ or margins of the 
various creditors in their stocks, the two theories yj] 
bring about the same result when these two facts are 
borne in mind: (1) that each creditor must account 
in this action with the assignee as well as with the other 
creditors; (2) and that each creditor is entitled to 4 
preference over the assignee as to every part of the 
fund. The two theories bring about, however, entirely 
different results where the amount to be distributed is les; 
than the aggregate ‘equities’ or margins of the various 
creditors, and this is the condition which obtains jp 
the case before me. A simple example will illustrate 
the operation of the two theories under the condition 
last mentioned. Let us suppose that the value of the 
stock of each of two creditors, A and B, is $1,000, that 
their respective indebtedness to their broker is $o0 
and $100, that their stock was replkedged by him for 
$1,800, and that the fund remaining for distribution in 
the hands of the sub-pledgee after the satisfaction of his 
lien is $2 If we distribute this fund on the second 
theory, A would get $100 and B $100. If we suppose 
the estate in the hands of the assignee to be utterly 
worthless (as is apparently actually the fact in the case 
at bar) we find that A and B, being equally innocent, 
and who fell into a common misfortune through the same 
wrong of their common broker, have come out of that 
misfortune on unequal terms. A is precisely as well 
off financially as he would have been had the wrong 
never been committed, and had the broker remained per- 
fectly solvent; on the other hand, the entire burden and 
loss is cast upon B. When we consider that their 
property was intermingled as common surety for the 
same debt (Smith v. Savin, supra) under identical cir- 
cumstances, and without the fault of either, this seems 
a most inequitable outcome. If now, we turn from this 
theory, and apply the other theory advanced, we find that 
by a division under that theory, viz., in proportion to 
the ‘equities,’ A would receive $20 and B $180, so that 
each would have sacrificed in the common misfortune 
the same percentage (80 per cent.) of what he would 
have received had that misfortune never occurred. 

“While a division on the theory of ‘equities’ seems 
to bring about a fair result, I think the true theory for 
the equitable solution of the question is found by ap 
proaching it from a different standpoint. 

“Before the pledge by Olmstead & Taylor was ever 
made to Thompson & Mairs (or at least before the 
stocks of these claimants were intermingled in their 
final relations under the pledge), these claimants all 
stood in the same position. The stock of each claimant 
was subject to a lien in favor of Olmstead & Taylor for 
the amount of their respective indebtedness to them, 
and each lien had been placed there by their respective 
consents. It seems to me the amounts of the liens placed 
on the securities by the consents of the claimants them- 
selves cannot be equitably disregarded in the disposition 
of this case. The amounts placed upon the stocks by 
the consents of the claimants, and the amount placed 
there without their consents, are, in my opinion, the 
two salient factors in the determination of this matter. 
Had the stocks been intermingled, and pledged only for 
the aggregate liens, or indebtedness of all these par- 
ties, no one of them would by that act alone have been 
substantially injured; it was when an additional lien was 
placed there over and above the lien to which these par- 
ties had consented that the substantial injury was done. 
The placing of this additional lien was a common and 
joint misfortune, due to the same error of judgment on 
the part of all the parties in intrusting to Olmstead & 
Taylor the possession of all the inditia of title to their 
respective stocks, and it was the only common misfortune 
to which their stocks were subjected; the several liens

upon the stocks for the amounts of their respective in- 
debtedness did not represent any common misfortune, 
but represented an incident to their independent indi- 
yidual speculations. 

“If we suppose the stocks to be still in the hands 
of Thompson & Mairs, and the conditions precisely the 
same as when the pledge was made to them and the 
intermingling of the stocks consummated, and that the 
present purpose is to raise the necessary fund to re- 
jease the stocks, and that the question is how it should 
be contributed by the claimants, it seems to me the 
first step would be to call upon each of the claimants 
to contribute the amount of the lien which was placed 
upon his stock with his own consent, and in the pursuit 
of his own purposes. Whatever incumbrance each claim- 
ant individually placed upon his own stock, he ought to 
stand for individually. The question would then arise 
how to contribute the amount of the lien which was 
placed upon the stocks without the consent or fault of 
any of the claimants, but by the same misforune com- 
mon to all. The answer is it should be contributed in 
such a manner that each claimant would sacrifice the 
same percentage of that interest in his stock which was 
effected by the common wrong; in other words, it should 
be contributed by each claimant in equal proportion to 
the interest remaining to him after deducting the amount 
of the lien created by his individual action.” 

“To state the process of raising this fund in the 
form of an account—each claimant should first be cred- 
ited with the value of his stock; there should then be 


deducted the amount of the lien created by his individual 
consent. From each balance thus remaining there 
should then be deducted an equal proportion thereof 
sufficiently large to make up, with the amounts already 
deducted, the full amount of the fund necessary to be 
raised.

“Tf this be the equitable manner in which the amount 
necessary to discharge the lien of Thompson & Mairs 
should have been contributed under such circumstances, 
it is the method Thompson & Mairs ought to have fol- 
lowed in satisfying their lien, and it must in equity 
be assumed that they did follow it. The accounts of the 
claimants should be stated accordingly. 


“It will be observed that this result, as an arithmet- 
ical proposition, is the same as a division of the fund 
remaining in the hands of Thompson & Mairs on the 
basis of the ‘equities’ of the various claimants, viz., in 
accordance with the first theory suggested.” 








LAWYERS AND POPULATION. 


The lesson of the statistics as to lawyers and popula- 
tion is not unworthy of notice. China has no lawyers. 
Japan about one lawyer to 26887 inhabitants; Russia, 
one lawyer to 31,048; Germany, one lawyer to 8,787: 
France, one lawyer to 4,155, without counting her great 
army of notaries; England and Wales (counting the 
members of the Bar on the rolls of the Inns of Court 
and the solicitors,) one lawyer to 1,121; and the last 
published census of this country shows one lawyer to 
every 699 inhabitants, so that the proportion of lawyers 
to population is about thirty-eight times as great in the 
United States as in Japan, about forty-four times as 
great as in Russia, over twelve times that of Germany, 
about six times that of France, and a little over one and 
one-half that of England and Wales. Of course the fig- 
ures are only an approximation, but they seem to indi- 
cate a significant relation between the proportion of 
lawyers and the condition of a people—Charles Noble 
Gregory.

From the time of the adoption of the Federal Con- 
stitution two antagonistic principles of construction have 
divided the citizens of this country. One is held by 
those who believe that the welfare of the country de- 
mands a strong central government and who are in- 
clined to emphasize the national and belittle the federal 
features of the Constitution. This is the centripetal 
principle, which makes for centralization. The other is 
held by those who believe that a proper recognition of 
the sovereignty of the States is essential to the per- 
manence of the Republic, and that the general govern- 
ment ought to touch the ordinary life of the people 
at as few points and in as slight a degree as possible. 
This is the centrifugal principle, which regards every 
step toward the consolidation of governmental powers 
in one central authority as a menace to the existence of 
the Republic. 

_ To a certain extent, these two principles had been 
in operation jong before the adoption of the Constitu- 
tion “The question of State rights,” says Mr. Bancroft, 
Writing some time before 1840, “is nearly two hundred 
years old.” In the century and a half immediately pre- 
ceding the adoption of the Constitution there had been 
several unions of the colonies. But in those who advo- 
cated these unions there was little that resembled a 
spirit of nationality. All were jealous of the power and

prestige of their own particular colonies. The-colonies 
entered into union reluctantly and with misgiving, and 
each took such measures as were possible to secure 
recognition of its own dignity and importance and to 
maintain, as far as practicable, and often to an extent 
that was impracticable, its own freedom of action. 

he struggle in the Federal Convention over the 
basis of representation in Congress, which nearly put 
an end to the plans for a more perfect union, has been 
commonly represented as a conflict between the spirit 
of Nationality and that of State Rights. In reality, it 
was simply a struggle for State supremacy. The great 
States wished to have representation based on popula- 
tion, because this would give them a dominant influ- 
ence in the Legislature, while the small States felt that 
for them to surrender the federal principle of representa- 
tion was to place themselves at the mercy of the great 
States. The compromise, which saved the Union, was, 
therefore, not a compromise between nationalism and 
federalism, but a compromise among men, each of whom 
was seeking to secure the best possible position in the 
Union for his own State. This is not to deny that there 
were some in the Convention who recognized and sin- 
cerely advocated the principle of nationalism. But, 
perhaps, it is not going too far to say that the majority 
of those who spoke most strongly for that principle 
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were nationalists only to the extent that the greater glory 
of their own States seemed to require. In the battle 
Over representation the hostile parties did not, in fact, 
divide on the lines of nationalism and federalism. 

But when the Constitution had been adopted, when 
“the States had committed themselves and there was no 
retreat,’ when there was no longer any opportunity for 
one State to enrich or strengthen itself at the expense 
of others, when it was seen that the impotent govern- 
ment of the Confederation had given place to a govern- 
ment which was no longer at the mercy of the States, 
which could act for itself, which had offices to fill and 
favors to bestow, then either from patriotism or policy, 
there developed a sentiment in favor of exalting the 
general government at the expense of the States, and 
in a way for which the States had not bargained. At 
the end of a dozen years, under the Constitution, this 
sentiment had so manifested itself that that shrewd ob- 
tion, had hesitated at nothing which promised to render 
the general government efficient, felt called upon to 
sound a note of warning, “While I was far distant from 
my country,” he said, in the Senate, in 1802, “I felt pain 
at some things which looked like a wish to wind up the 
general government beyond its natural tone; for I knew 
that if America should be brought under one consoli- 
dated government, it could not continue to be a Re- 
public.” 

Two phrases of the Constitution were promptly 
seized upon by both those who favored and those who 
opposed a strong central government. These were the 
opening words of the Constitution: “We, the people of 
the United States,” and the clause known as the “general 
welfare clause.” 

“I have the highest veneration for those gentlemen,” 
said Patrick Henry in the Virginia Convention, referring 
to the delegates to the Federal Convention, “but, sir, 
give me leave to demand what right had they to say, 
We, the people? My political curiosity, exclusive of 
my anxious solicitude for the public welfare, leads me 
to ask, who authorized them to speak the language of 
We, the people, instead of We, the States? States are 
the characteristics and the soul of a confederation. li 
the State be not the agents of this compact, it must be 
one great consolidated national government of the pec- 
ple of all the States.” 

“Who ate the parties to it?” said Madison, in reply. 
“The people—but not the people as composing one 
great body; but the people, as composing thirteen sov- 
ereignties: were it, as the gentleman asserts, a consoli- 
dated government, the assent of a majority of the people 
would be sufficient for its establishment, and, as a ma- 
jority have adopted it already, the remaining States 
would be bound by the act of the majority, even if they 
unanimously reprobated it; were it such a government 
as it is suggested, it would be now binding on the peo- 
ple of this State without having had the privilege of 
deliberating upon it; but, sir, no State is bound by it, 
as it is, without its own consent. Should all the States 
adopt it, it will be then a government established by the 
thirteen States of America, not through the intervention 
of the Legislatures, but by the people at large.” 

“If this were a consolidated government,” said Lee, 
continuing the argument, “ought it not to be ratified 
by a majority of the people, as individuals, and not as 
States? Suppose Virginia, Connecticut, Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania had ratified it; those four States, being 


,a majority of the people of America, would, by their 


adoption, have made it binding on all the States, had 
this been a consolidated government. But it is only 
the government of those seven States who have adopted 
it. If the honorable gentleman will attend to this, we 





shall hear no more of consolidation.” 

Yet in his opinion, in the great case of McCulloch y, 
Maryland ([1819], 4 Wheat., 316, 444), Chief Justice 
Marshall uses language which seems to justify the pro- 
test of Patrick Henry. “The government proceeds 
directly from the people,” he says; “is ‘ordained and 
established’ in the name of the people, and is declared to 
be ordained ‘in order to form a more perfect union, 
establish justice, insure domestic tranquility and secure 
the blessings of liberty to themselves and their poster- 
ity. The assent of the States ih their sovereign capacity 
is implied in calling a convention, and thus submitting 
that instrument to the people. But the people were at 
perfect liberty to accept or reject it; and their act was 
final. It required not the afirmance and could not be 
negatived by the State governments.” 


But, great as is the weight to be given to any inter- 
pretation of the Constitution from this source, it is to be 
observed that this portion of the opinion was not at all 
essential to the validity of the decision in that case and 
stands simply as a dictum of the great chief justice; and 
this is true of the opinions of other justices of the 
Supreme Court of the same school of constitutional 
construction, who, in other cases, have used similar 
language. That some of the language of Chief Justice 
Marshall will not stand the test of application to the real 
facts is readily demonstrable. The people of the United 
States, as a whole, were not “at perfect liberty to ac- 
cept or reject” the Constitution. The people of the 
several States, voting separately as States, had this lib- 
érty. When the people of any particular State decided 
to accept the Constitution, they voted as a State and 
all their votes counted one, and that particular State, 
and no more, was bound by their votes. Nine-tenths 
of all the people of the thirteen States might have been 
in favor of ratifying the Constitution; but, unless the 
nine votes of nine States had been cast in favor of ratifi- 
cation, the Constitution would not have gone into 
effect. The reasoning of Madison, in the Federalist 
(No. XXXVIIL.) is, to my mind, entirely conclusive. 

“It appears, on the one hand,” he says, “that the 
Constitution is to be founded on the assent and ratifica- 
tion of the peopie of America, given by deputies elerted 
for the special purpose; but, on the other hand, that tis 
assent and ratification is to be given by the people, not 
as individuals composing one entire nation, but as com- 
posing the distinct and independent States to which 
they, respectively, belong. It is to be the assent and 
ratification of the several States, derived from the su- 
preme authority in each State, the authority of the peo- 
ple themselves. The act, therefore, establishing the 
Constitution, will not be a national but a federal act. 

That it will be a federal, and not a national act, as 
these terms are understood by the objectors, the act 
of the people, as forming so many independent States, 
not as forming one aggregate nation, is obvious from 
this single consideration, that it is to result, neither 
from the decision of a majority of the people of the 
Union, nor from that of a majority of the States. It 
must result from the unanimous assent of the several 
States that are parties to it, differing no otherwise from 
their ordinary assent than in its being expressed, not 
by the legislative authority, but by that of the people 
themselves. Were the people regarded in this transac- 
tion as forming one nation, the will of the majority 
of the whole people of the United States would bind 
the minority in the same manner as the majority in each 
State must bind the minority; and the will of the major- 
ity must be determined either by a comparison of the 
individual votes or by considering the will of a majority 
of the States as evidence of the will of a majority 
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of the people of the United States. Neither of these 
rules has been adopted. Each State, in ratifying the 
Constitution, is considered as a sovereign body, inde- 
pendent of all others, and only to be bound by its own 
voluntary act. In this relation, then, the new Consti- 
tution will, if established, be a federal and not a na- 
tional Constitution.” 

It is to be observed, too, that not only was the Con- 
stitution adopted by States, but it was and is to be 
amended by States. Three-fourths of the States might 
change the Constitution in opposition to the wishes of 
the people of the United States. For when it comes to 
yoting upon an amendment to the Constitution, New 
York, with its seven million inhabitants, casts one vote 
and no more, and Nevada, with its forty-five thousand in- 
habitants, casts one vote also, and may offset the vote 
of New York. According to the census of 1890, the 
population of New York, was 5,997,853, and the com- 
bined population of Nevada, Wyoming, |daho, Montana, 
Delaware, North Dakota, South Dakota, Oregon, Utah, 
Vermont, Washington, Rhode Island, New Hampshire, 
Florida, Colorado, Maine, Connecticut and West Vir- 
ginia was 5,902,308. Yet, on a question of amending 
the Constitution, these States cast eighteen votes to New 
York’s one. The States of Massachusetts, New York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, Mis- 
souri, Texas, lowa and Kentucky had a total population 
of 33,965,008, or a clear majority of the people of the 
United States. But the other thirty-four States, with 
a total population of 28,151,803, would have had the 
power, by virtue of the fact that they constituted three- 
fourths of the States, to amend the Constitution against 
the wishes of the other eleven States, and so against the 
wishes of the people of the United States. 

It may be that too much time has been given to this 
point. If the preamble of the Constitution had been 
the same as that of the Articles of Confederation, I can 


recall no decision of the Supreme Court that would have 


been different. The language of the first draught of the 
Constitution was: “We, the people of the States of New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts,” etc., naming the States sep- 
arately. When the second draught came from the hands 
of the Committee on Style it began: “We, the people 
of the United States.” And yet the change evoked no 
comment from even the most jealous defenders of State 
sovereignty in the Convention. The members of the 
committee evidently regarded it as a mere matter of 
Whatever powers had been granted to the gen- 
eral government, those powers it possessed, whether the 
grant came irom the people or the States; nor could 
powers be taken from it, except in the mode 
provided for in the Constitution. Whatever powers a 
State retained, it retained, not by favor of the people 
of the United States nor of the other States, but in con- 
sequence of its own determination not to part with 
them; and those powers it had the right to exercise and 
could be deprived of only in the mode pointed out in 
the Constitution. 

The other portion of the Constitution which imme- 
diately aroused discussion—the “general welfare clause” 
—was not, on its face, entirely free from ambiguity. 
And, although the construction of that clause has long 
been settled, there are those who still refer to it as 
though it conferred vast and indefinite powers upon the 
general government. That it did confer such powers 
was the hope of some and the fear of others when the 
Constitution was under consideration by the States, and 
those who advocated ratification then pointed out the 
true meaning of the clause. 

“In this Constitution,” said Mr. Wilson, in the Penn- 
sylvania Convention, “a power is given to Congress to 
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collect imposts, which is not given by the present Ar- 
ticles of Confederation. * * * Suppose this fund 
should not prove sufficient, ought the public debts to 
remain unpaid? or the exigencies of the government be 
left unprovided for? Should our tranquility be exposed 
to the assaults of foreign enemies, or violence among 
ourselves, because the objects of commerce may not fur- 
nish a sufficient revenue to secure them all? Certainly 
Congress should possess the power of raising revenue 
from their constituents for the purpose mentioned in the 
eighth section of the first article, that is, ‘to pay the 
debts and provide for the common defense and general 
welfare of the United States.’ ” 

“[ shall take notice,’ said Governor Randolph, in 
the Virginia Convention, “of what the honorable gen- 
tleman said with respect to the power to provide for the 
general welfare. The meaning of this clause has been 
perverted to alarm our apprehensions. The whole 
clause has not been read together. It enables Congress 
‘to lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises; to 
pay the debts and provide for the common defense and 
general welfare of the United States; but all duties, 
imposts and excises shall be uniform throughout the 
United States.’ The plain and obvious meaning of this 
is that no more duties, taxes, imposts and excises shall 
be laid than are sufficient to pay the debts and provide 
for the common defense and general welfare of the 
United States.” 

And, again, on a later date, he said: “I appeal to the 
candor of the honorable gentleman (Mr. Henry), and, 
if he thinks it an improper appeal, I ask the gentleman 
here whether there be a general indefinite power of 
¢ for the general welfare? The power is ‘to 
lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises, to pay 
the debts and provide for the common defense and 
general welfare.’ So that they can only raise money 
by these means in order to provide for the general wel- 
fare. No man who reads it can say it is general, as the 
honorable gentleman represents it. You must violate 
every rule of construction and common if you 
sever m the power of raising money and annex it 
to anything else in order to make it that formidable 
power which it is represented to be.” 

In the Federalist (No. XL.) Madison wrote: “Some, 
who have not denied the necessity of the power of taxa- 
tion, | grounded a very fierce attack against the 
Constitution on the lemguage in which it is defined. It 
has urged and echoed that the power ‘to lay and 
collect taxes, duties, imposts and excises to pay the

| no other enumeration or definition of the pow- 
ers of the Congress been found in the Constitution than 
the general expressions just cited, the authors of the 
objection might have had some color for it, though it 
would have been difficult to find a reason for so awk- 
ward a form of describing an authority to legislate in all 
possibl A power to destroy the freedom of the 
press, the trial by jury, or even to regulate the course 
of descents: or the forms of conveyances must be very 
singularly expressed by the terms ‘to raise money for 
the general welfare.’ 

“But what color can the objection have when a speci- 
fication of the objects alluded to by these general terms 
immediately follows, and is not even separated by a 
longer pause than a semi-colon? If the different parts 
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of the same instrument ought to be so expounded as 
to give meaning to every part which will bear it, shall 
one part of the same sentence be excluded altogether 
from a share in the meaning, and shall the more doubt- 
ful and indefinite terms be retained in their full extent, 
and the clear and precise expressions be denied any 
signification whatsoever? For what purpose could the 
mumeration of particular powers be inserted, if these 
and all others were meant to be included in the preced- 
ing general power? Nothing is more natural and com- 
mon than first to use a general phrase and then to ex- 
plain and qualify it by a recital of particulars. But the 
idea of an enumeration of particulars, which neither 
explain nor qualify the general meaning, and can have 
no other effect than to confound and mislead, is an 
absurdity, which, as we are reduced to the dilemma of 
charging either on the authors of the a@bjection or on 
the authors of the Constitution, we mst take the liberty 
of supposing had not its origar ‘witn the latter.” 

This argument ® trnanswerable, and there is no 
longer any darks avout the general welfare clause. 

Kets, inough the powers of the general government 
could be neither enlarged nor restricted by anything in 
the preamble of the Constitution, and, though it was 
speedily admitted that no powers could be appropriated 
by virtue of the general welfare clause, it soon became 
apparent that there was a great gulf between the ex- 
treme advocates of loose construction, who would have 
allowed the general government everything which was 
not expressly withheld by the Constitution, and the ex- 
treme advocates of strict construction, who would have 
allowed that government nothing which was not ex- 
pressly granted; and to those friends of the Constitu- 
tion, who had no sympathy with the extremists of either 
party, the question of how and by whom the gulf was 
to be bridged caused grave anxiety. 

Alexander Hamilton argued in the Federalist (No. 
LXXVIII.) “that the judiciary is, beyond comparison, 
the weakest of the three departments;” and he quoted 
from Montesquieu’s Spirit of Laws (vol. I, p. 186): 
“Of the three powers above mentioned the judiciary is 
next to nothing.” Yet to-day it is apparent that in the 
government of the United States the judiciary is very 
far from being next to nothing, or even from being the 
weakest of the departments. The acts of the executive 
and legislative departments may be reviewed by the Su- 
preme Court, may be declared to transcend constitutional 
limitations and may be pronounced void. No matter 
how essential to the welfare of the country a President 
may deem his action to be, no matter with how great 
unanimity a Congress may have voted upon a proposed 
statute, if the nine judges of the Supreme Court or a 
majority of them entertain a different opinion when the 
question is presented to them, there is an end of the 
action of the President or of Congress. For there is no 
power that can review the action of the Supreme Court. 
Its decision, once given, must be enforced or constitu- 
tiona! government ceases. In a country, the powers of 
whose government are defined by a written Constitution 
and whose people are trained in obedience to law, that 
department whose interpretation of its own powers and 
of the powers of the other departments is final must 
certainly hold no inferior rank to either of the others. 
It was, I think, Judge Martin Grover who said that the 
advantage which the members of the Court of Appeals 
had over other members of the judiciary of this State, 
was that they were entitled to “the last guess;” and 
when any question arises concerning the powers of the 
general government and the question becomes a ma- 
terial issue-in some case before the Supreme Court of 
the United States, what is said by that tribunal stands 











as the law of the land, unassailable, except by amendment 
of the Constitution. 

It is difficult, at this day, to understand how any 
serious difference of opinion could exist regarding the 
position which the Supreme Court occupies in our 
scheme of government. From the outset the court it. 
self was in no uncertainty. It spoke as the final au- 
thority and with a sense of power which the feeble court 
of the Confederation neither felt nor asserted. Men 
were not left long in doubt of the fact that the court 
intended to have its decisions obeyed and had the power 
of commanding obedience. 

But the nature and extent of the powers which the 
general government acquired by virtue of the Consti- 
tution presented a question not so easily settled and 
which, some of us may be permitted to hope, has not 
yet been finally settled. 

It has been fortunate for this country that the mem- 
bers of the great court, whose province it is to interpret 
the Constituion, have been of so high and strong a 
character that they have not consciously allowed their 
political views to influence their judicial action. That 
the political faith of the judges should unconsciously 
color their judicial opinions is, however, unavoidable, 
A strict constructionist cannot be expected to interpret 
the Constitution on the same lines with one who be- 
lieves in a strong, centralized national government. An 
appointment to the Supreme Court is made, and rightly 
made, with an eye to the political views of the person 
appointed, and in the expectation that his action upon 
constitutional questions will be in harmony with the 
theory of constitutional government entertained by the 
political party to which he belongs. Yet judges who 
were jealous of encroachment upon the rights of the 
States have upheld the authority of the national govern- 
ment against the unconstitutional claims of the States, 
while othets, who held very liberal views of the powers 
of the national government, have written opinions in 
defense of the rights of the States. -Three times only 
has the well-deserved confidence of the people in the 
freedom of the justices of the Supreme Court from polit- 
ical bias in their judicial action been shaken; once when 
a political question was unnecessarily decided by the 
court, in the famous Dred Scott case; once when the 
court was packed in order that the doctrine of Hepburn 
v. Griswold (8 Wall., 603 [1869]) might be overruled 
in the legal tender cases (Knox v. Lee and Parker v 
Davis, 12 Wall., 457 [1870]); and once when certain 
members of the court consented to serve upon the Elec- 
toral Commission in 1876—and divided upon strictly 
political lines. 

The first case to arouse formidable opposition on 
account of the powers which were there held to be vested 
in the general government was Chisholm v. The State 
of Georgia (2 Dall. 419), decided in 1793. Yet it is 
impossible to see how the court could have reached any 
other conclusion. They were construing an enumerated 
power, expressly granted by the Constitution to a branch 
of the general government. It was provided in that 
instrument that “the judicial power shall extend * * * 
to controversies * * * between a State and citizens 
of another State; and the case before the court was 
precisely of that character. It is true that in the Federal- 
ist it had been asserted that the claim of jurisdiction in 
such a case was without “a color of foundation,” and 
that in the Virginia Convention Marshall had said: “I 
hope that no gentleman will think that a State will be 
called at the bar of the Federal courts. * * * It is 
not rational to suppose that the sovereign power shall 
be dragged before a court.” Yet it was not only ra- 
tional, but, logically, inevitable that the court should 
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take jurisdiction. The only remedy of the States was 
an amendment of the Constitution, and that remedy 
they made use of by adopting the eleventh amendment, 
which abolished the jurisdiction of United States courts 
jn such a case. 

For twenty-five years after Chisholm v. The State of 
Georgia, the decisions of the court steadily strengthened 
the general government until, the time being ripe, the 
court had its opportunity in McCulloch v. Maryland 
(4 Wheat., 405). There the strong hand of Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall, with deep and firm strokes, marked out, 
as they had never been marked out before, the bound- 
aries between the sovereignty of the States and that of 
the United States. That those boundaries should be 
given with minute precision was, of course, impossible. 
“This government is acknowledged by all,” said the 
chief justice, “to be one of enumerated powers. The 
principle, that it can exercise only the powers granted to 
jt, would seem too apparent to have required to be 
enforced by all those arguments which its enlightened 
friends, while it was depending before the people, found 
jt necessary to urge. ‘That principle is now universally 
admitted. But the question respecting the extent of the 
powers actually granted is perpetually arising and will, 
probably, continue to arise as long as our system shall 
exist.” Some things, however, were left by the opinion 
no longer open to question. It could no longer be 
claimed, with any hope of success, that the general gov- 
ernment could exercise only such powers as were ex- 
pressly delegated to it by the Constitution. “We ad- 
mit,” said the chief justice, “as all must admit, that 
the powers of the government are limited, and that its 
limits are not to be transcended; but we think a sound 
construction of the Constitution must allow to the na- 
tional Legislature that discretion, with respect to the 
means by which the powers it confers are to be carried 
into execution, which will enable that body to perform 
the high duties assigned to it in the manner most bene- 
ficial to the people. Let the end be legitimate, let it 
be within the scope of the Constitution, and all means 
which are appropriate, which are plainly adapted to 
that end and which are not prohibited, but consist with 
the letter and spirit of the Constitution, are constitu- 
tional.” . 

By the decision these principles were established: on 
the one hand, that the operation of the general govern- 
ment is not confined to powers expressly granted by 
the Constitution; on the other hand, that when the con- 
stitutionality of any act of the general government comes 
in question, it can be upheld only by founding it di- 
rectly or indirectly upon a power expressly granted—it 
must be either the direct exercise of such a power or a 
means plainly adapted to the exercise of such a power. 

During the next fifty years those members of the 
Supreme Court who believed in a liberal interpretation 
of the Constitution in favor of the general government 
were well content to rest upon the opinion of Chief 
Justice Marshall in the case of McCulloch v. Maryland. 
lf anything, the doctrine of that case was restricted, 
rather than extended under Chief Justice Taney. But 
when the Civil War had resulted in the maintenance of 
the Union, when the general government had shown its 
ability to maintain its authority against a monstrous and 
utterly indefensible perversion of the doctrine of States 
Rights, when the thoughts and affections of the people 
turned toward the general government, as they never 
had before, there sprang up an opinion that the war it- 
self had, in some way, altered the Constitution, and that 
while the doctrine of McCulloch v. Maryland was well 
enough for primitive and peaceful times, from the blood 
and suffering of the struggle for the Union must have 








come forth a government different from that to which we 
had hitherto been accustomed, stronger than any of its 
founders had contemplated, and that the Constitution 
must be so wrenched as to meet the new conditions. 
This sentiment found its first forcible manifestation in 
the case of Hepburn v. Griswold (8 Wall., 630), decided 
in 1869. There Chief Justice Chase, after citing McCul- 
loch v. Maryland, said of the claim that whatever in 
any degree promoted an end within the scope of a 
general power, whether in the correct sense of the word 
“appropriate” or not, might be done in the exercise of 
an implied power: 

“It would convert the government which the people 
ordained as a government of limited powers into a gov- 
ernment of unlimited powers. It would confuse the 
boundaries which separate the executive and judicial 
from the legislative authority. It would obliterate every 
criterion which this court, speaking through the vene- 
rated chief justice in the case already cited, established 
for the determination of the question whether legisla- 
tive acts are constitutional or unconstitutional.” 

Although the argument in favor of a new construc- 
tion of the Constitution was not successftl in that case, 
it was an ominous sign that three of the eight justices 
of the court rallied to its support. 

Then occurred, with the undisguised purpose of hav- 
ing the decision in Hepburn v. Griswold overruled, that 
juggling with the judiciary, that packing of the Supreme 
Court, which brought inevitable humiliation to the 
country. ‘The vacancy caused by the death of one of the 
justices, whose voice had counted for the decision in 
Hepburn vy. Griswold, and the new office created by 


Act of Congress were filled by men who were known to 
be opposed to that decision. Then once more the ad- 
vocates of a new Constitution rallied to the attack, with 
a confidence which was not misplaced; the new justices 


played the parts assigned to them, and, by a vote of five 


to four, the decision in Hepburn v. Griswold was over- 
ruled. (The Legal Tender Cases, 12 Wall., 457.) The 
only opinions in support of the decision of the majority 


were those of the new justices, the older members of 
the court contenting themselves wth voting for the de- 
cision and being willing, apparently, that the new men 
should do the work, to the expectation of which they 
owed their offices, and should try to explain to the 
country the sudden change of judicial front. Mr. Jus- 
tice Strong wrote a labored opinion, in which he at- 
tempted to sustain the Act of Congress under considera- 
tion as being an appropriate means to the exercise of 
some of the enumerated powers granted to Congress; 
and with him concurred the three older members of the 
court who had been in the minority before. Mr. Justice 
Bradley, writing a separate opinion, was evidently pre- 
pared, with the enthusiasm of a proselyte, to go to any 
lengths, and would cheerfully have declared the general 
government absolute and unlimited, if the exigencies of 
the occasion had seemed to require it. A few extracts 
from the opinions of some of the dissenting justices will 
show how they regarded the new doctrine boldly asserted 
by Mr. Justice Bradley, and suggested by Mr. Justice 
Strong 


“It is unnecessary to say,” wrote Chief Justice Chase 
(p. 582), “that we reject wholly the doctrine, advanced 
for the first time, we believe, in this court, by the pres- 


ent majority, that the Legislature has any ‘powers under 
the Constitution which grow out of the aggregate of 
powers conferred upon the government or out of the sov- 
ereignty instituted by it.’ If this proposition be ad- 
mitted, and it be also admitted that the Legislature is 
the sole judge of the necessity for the exercise of such 
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powers, the government becomes practically absolute 
and unlimited.” 

Mr. Justice Field said: “The doctrine that when a 
power is not expressly forbidden it may be exercised 
would change the whole character of our government. 
As I read the writings of the great commentators and 
the decisions of this court, the true doctrine is the exact 
reverse, that if a power is not, in terms, granted, and 
is not necessary and proper for the exercise of a power 
thus granted, it does not exist. 

“The position that Congress possesses some unde- 
fined power to do anything which it may deem expedient, 
as a resulting power from the general purposes of the 
government, which is advanced in the opinion of the ma- 
jority, would, of course, settle the question under con- 
sideration without difficulty, for it would end all con- 
troversy by changing our government from one of enum- 
erated powers to one resting in the unrestrained will of 
Congress.” (P. 664.) * * * “How truly did Hamilton 
say that had a bill of rights been inserted in the Con- 
stitution, it would have given a handle to the “dctrine 
of constructive powers. We have this day an illustration 
in the opinion of the majority of the very claim of con- 
structive power which he apprehended, and it is the 
first instance, I believe, in the history of this court 
when the possession by Congress of such constructive 
power has been asserted.” (P. 666.) 

The judicial amendment of the Constitution which 
was covertly threatened, if not actually contained in the 
decision of the legal tender cases, did not provoke as 
much comment as it ought to have done, for two rea- 
sons. In the first place, people had grown accustomed 
to seeing some powers of the general government, un- 
der the stress of war, strained to the utmost. They had 
not been disposed, for the most part, to take a very 
technical position concerning the exercise of these pow- 
ers. As, in the mids of the struggle, certain ‘war 
powers” had been claimed and allowed, so the legal 
tender decisions were regarded as a kind of judicial 
exercise of the war power—decisions naar the war had 
rendered necessary, but which were » be regarded as 
prescribing a temporary expedient, rather than establish- 
ing a permanent rule of ae ear egy yer in the sec- 
ond place, nearly all of Mr. Justice Strong’s opinion, 
in which three of the other justices concurred, consisted 
of the epee to connect the Act of Congress in ques- 
tion with some of the enumerated powers of the general 
government. In his insistence on a doctrine which al- 
most amounted to absolutism for the general govern- 
ment, Mr. Justice Bradley stood quite alone. 

So, in spite of the decision in the legal tender cases, 
there was much foundation for Mr. Justice Miller’s 
tribute to the Supreme Court, when, two years later, in 
the Slaughter House Cases (16 Wall., 36), he wrote the 
opinion on which the court stood, to the angry amaze- 
ment of extreme liberal constructionists, in refusing to 
sanction a proposed encroachment upon the rights of the 
States. “Whatever fluctuations may be seen in the 
history of public opinion during the period of our na- 
tional existence,’ he said, “we think it will be found 
that the Supreme Court, so far as its functions required, 
has always held with a steady and even hand the balance 
between State and Federal power, and we trust that such 
may continue to be the history of its relation to that 
subject so long as it shall have duties to perform which 
demand of it a construction of the Constitution.” 

Yet, while the singleness of purpose and fidelity with 
which the members of the Supreme Court have per- 
formed the-duties of the high trust reposed in them 
should stand unquestioned, the political faith of the ma- 
jority of the court has had an almost inevitable influ- 
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ence upon its decisions; and within the last twenty years 
an interpretation of the Constitution has app 
which, carried to its legitimate conclusion, would rende; 
the Constitution itself quite useless. Within that p wed 
there has crept into the decisions of the Supreme Court 
the doctrine that the United States may exercise unde. 
fined powers by virtue of an “inherent sovereignty”’—, 
doctrine, which, if not overruled or strictly limited, might 
warrant, if not actually lead to, a complete transforma. 
tion of constitutional government, as it has hitherto ex. 
isted in this country. In the case of Juilliard v. Greep. 
man (110 U. S., 421), decided in 1884, while the prevail. 
ing opinion sustains the Act of Congress under con- 
sideration by an attempt to found it on powers expressly 
granted to the general government, that opinion also 
looks for support to the fact that “the power to make 
the notes of the government a legal tender in payment oj 
private debts” is “one of the powers belonging to soy- 
ereignty in other civilized nations, and not expressly 
withheld from Congress by the Constitution.” (P 450) 
And in the Chinese deportation cases (Fong Yue ’ Ling 
v. United States, 149 U. S., 698), decided in 1893, the 
majority of the court, no longer vexing themselves with 
the hopeless endeavor to trace the action of the gen- 
eral government to powers enumerated in the Constitu- 
tion, are content to plant themselves upon the doctrine of 
the prevailing opinion that “the right to exclude or to 
expel all aliens, or any class of aliens, absolutely or upon 
certain conditions, in war or in peace,” is “an inherent 
and inalienable right of every sovereign and independent 
nation, essential to its safety, its independence and its 
welfare.” (P. 71 

[ cannot state the arguments against the position of 
the majority of the court in these cases better than by 
quoting from the opinions of the dissenting justices. — 

In the case of Juilliard v. Greenman, Mr. Justice 
Field, premising that he dissents “from the judgment of 
the court in this case, and from all the positions ad- 
vanced in its support,” says (pp. 466-8):

But beyond and above all the objections which I 
have stated to the decision recognizing a power in Con- 
gress to impart the legal tender quality to the notes of 
the government, is my objection to the rule of construc- 
tion adopted by the court, to reach its conclusions, a 
rule which, fully carried out, would change the 

nature of our Constitution and break down the barrier 


which separate a government of limited from one of un- 
limited powers. When the Constitution came before 
the conventions of the several States for adoption ap- 


prehension existed that other powers than those des- 
ignated might be claimed; and it led to the first ten 
amendments. When these were presented to the States 
they were preceded by a preamble stating that the con- 
ventions of a number of the States had at the time of 
adopting the Constitution expressed a desire, ‘in order 
to prevent misconception or abuse of its powers, that 
further declaratory and restrictive clauses should be 
added.’ 

“One of these is found in the tenth amendment, 
which declares that ‘the powers not delegated the 
United States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it 
to the States, are reserved to the States, respectively, or 
to the people.’ The framers of the Constitution, as | 
have said, were profoundly impressed with the evils which 
had resulted from the vicious legislation of the States 
making notes legal tender, and they determined that such 
a power should not exist any longer. They, therefore, 
prohibited the States from exercising it, and they re- 
fused to grant it to the new government which they 
created. Of what purpose is it, then, to refer to the 
exercise of the power by the absolute or the limited gov- 
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ernments of Europe, or by the States previous to our 
Constitution? Congress can exercise no power by vir- 
tue of any supposed inherent sovereignty in the gen- 
eral government. Indeed, it may be doubted whether 
the power can be correctly said to appertain to sover- 
eignty in any proper sense as an attribute of an inde- 
pendent political community. The commit 
violence, perpetrate injustice, take private property by 
without compensation to the owner may be exer- 
cised, as it often has been, by irresponsible authority, but 

cannot be considered as belonging to a government 
founded upon law. but, be that as it may, there is no 
such thing as a power of inherent sovereignty in the 
wernment of the United States. It is a government

LIABILITY TO EMPLOYEES — “FELLOW-SERVANT” RULE 
CONSTRUED. 


In Dickinson vy. West End St. Ry. Co. (Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts), 59 N. E. 60, it appeared that 
plaintiff was employed by a street car company to make 
trips at certain hours of the day, and while riding on 
one of defendant’s cars when not on duty, under a rule 
of defendant allowing employees to ride at any time free 
of charge, was injured through the negligence of the 
motorman. It was held that plaintiff was not barred 
from recovering for such injuries as a fellow-servant of 
the motorman, since at the time of the accident he was 
not in the employ of defendant. 


The Court, per Knowlton, J., observed: “The ques- 
tion in this case is whether the plaintiff was on the de- 
fendant’s car as a passenger at the time of the accident, 
or whether he was at that moment in the service of the 
defendant, in such a sense that the negligent motorman 
was his fellow-servant. The defendant had made a rule 
‘permitting policemen, firemen, advertising agents, news 
agents and employees of the defendant company in uni- 
form to ride free at any time; such persons being re- 
quired to ride upon the front platform, so far as prac- 
ticable.” At the time of the accident the plaintiff was 
riding on the front platform, under this rule, wearing 
his uniform. Persons riding gratuitously under this rule 
are passengers as well as those who pay their fare. Todd 
v. Railroad Co., 3 Allen, 18; Doyle v. Railroad Co., 162 
Mass. 66, 37 N. E. 770, 25 L. R. A. 157; The New World 
v. King, 16 How. 469, 14 L. Ed. 1019; State v. Western 
Maryland R. Co., 63 Md. 433. All members of the 
classes included in the rule stand alike in reference to 
the duty of care which the defendant owes them, whether 
The rule in reference to employees permits them to ride 
they come within one part of the description or another. 
at any time and place, and for any purpose, if they are 
in uniform. The reasons in each case for extending this 
privilege to members of these different classes are not 
material. Probably they are different in reference to dif- 
ferent classes, but they are such as the defendant deems 
sufficient. So far as employees are concerned, it is 
enough that, except possibly in regard to wearing uni- 
form, they are given the same rights as others who have 
no direct connecttion with the defendant by employment 
or otherwise. The question, then, is whether at the 


time of the accident the plaintiff was riding in the full 
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interest to the historian rather than to the practicing 
lawyer. It would be welcome to those whose trust js 
in a strong, consolidated government, and who think 
that a nation, which controls the destinies of a hemis. 
phere, cannot actually become a world power, unless by 
fair means or foul, and as opportunity offers, it acquires 
a supply of islands in foreign seas. But there would giijj 
be some, who were content with the interpretation given 
to the Constitution by its framers, and those who stood 
nearest to them in time or in thought, and who, knowing 
that what the Supreme Court has done it may do, woul 
hope that the change in the personnel of the court, which 
time brings, would bring also a recurrence to that earlier 
interpretation, that the doctrine of the Chinese Deporta- 
tion Cases might meet a more deserved fate than the 
doctrine of Hepburn v. Griswold, and that the notion of 
an “inherrent sovereignty” in the United States might 
give way to the older and better founded idea of a soy- 
ereignty limited in the powers granted instead of in those 
denied.

exercise of the rights given by this rule, or whether he 
was on the car in the performance of his duties as a 
servant of the defendant, so as to make him at that mo- 
ment a fellow-servant of the motorman. The bill of ex- 
ceptions answers this question in its statement, as fol- 
lows: His work for the defendant “consisted of a cer- 
tain number of trips at fixed and regular times each day. 
At the time of the accident he was not on actual duty, 
but at about noon had finished his work of that morn- 
ing, got on the first car that came along and was going 
home to dinner. That he took no part in the manage- 
ment of this car. That he usually had about three hours, 
between twelve and three o’clock, during which he was 
not on actual duty, and his time was his own, and he 
usually returned home about noon to dinner.” The car 
on which he was riding was not on the line on which he 
was employed. At the time of the accident he did not 
stand in the relation of a servant to the defendant. His 
time was his own, and he owed the defendant no duties 
until the time arrived for resuming his work. It was 
no part of his duty to the defendant, as a servant, to take 
the car on which he was riding and go to a particular 
place for his dinner. He might go where he pleased 
and when he pleased during the interval before coming 
back to his work. This case is different in this particular 
from cases in which the plaintiff was riding in the line 
of his duty in the course of his employment. Gilshannon 
v. Railroad Co., 10 Cush. 228; O’Brien v. Railroad Co., 
138 Mass. 387; McGuirk v. Shattuck, 160 ‘Mass. 45, 35 
N. E. 110; Manville v. Railroad Co., 11 Ohio St. 417; 
McNulty v. Railroad Co., 182 Pa. St. 479, 38 Atl. 524, 
38 L. R. A. 376. His rights were the same as if, aiter 
finishing his day’s service, he had taken a car in the 
evening to visit a friend or to do any business of his 
own. The iact that he had been in the defendants 
service during the day would not make him a fellow- 
servant with the motorman while riding in the evening 
under the rule, any more than if he had been a policeman 
or a newsdealer. The case comes within the decision in 
Doyle v. Railroad Co., 162 Mass. 66, 37 N. E. 770, 25 
L. R. A. 157. For other cases of similar purport see 
3altimore & O. R. Co. v: State, 33 Md. 542; State v. 
Western ‘Maryland R. Co., 63 Md. 433; Baird v. Pettit, 
70 Pa. St. 477-483; McNulty v. Railroad Co., 182 Pa. 5t 
479, 38 Atl. 524, 38 L. R. A. 376; Packet Co. v. McCue, 
17 Wall, 508, 21 L. Ed. 705; Morier v. Railway Co., 3! 
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Minn. 351, 17 N. W. 952; Manville v. Railroad Co., 11

A school of osteopathy which teaches neither sur- 
gery, bacteriology, materia medica, nor therapeutics, but 
relies entirely upon the manipulation of the body for 
the cure of diseases, is held, in Nelson vy. State Board 
of Health (Ky.) 50 L. R. A. 383, not to be a “reputable 
medical college’ whose diploma will entitle a person 
to practice medicine; but it is also held that the prac- 
tice of osteopathy is not the practice of medicine within 
the meaning of the statutes requiring a license therefor. 





An assignment for creditors under statutes provid- 
ing for the debtor’s discharge and binding thereto every 
creditor who accepts a dividend is held, in Segnitz v. 
Garden City Banking & T. Co. (Wis.) 50 L. R. A. 327, 
to be ineffectual to carry title to property of the as- 
signor in another State, since the statute is in effect 
a bankrupt law which can have no extraterritorial effect. 





The merely inadvertent omission of a _ revenue 
stamp required by the act of Congress of June 13, 1898, 
is held, in Wingert v. Zeigler (Md.), 51 L. R. A. 316, 
in accordance with the weight of authorities marshaled 
in a note in 48 L. R. A. 305, insufficient to make an 
assignment of a mortgage void or to defeat the title of 
a purchaser on foreclosure, where the necessary stamps 
are affixed and canceled by an internal revenue collecter 
after the sale. 





The right of a wife to charge her husband with liabil- 
ity for her necessaries when she is living apart from 
him by reason of his misconduct is held, in Ott v. 
Hentall (N. H), 51 L. R. A. 226, not to be defeated by 
the married women’s statutes or by the fact that she has 
financial ability to provide for herself. 





The murder of the insured by the beneficiary is held, 

nidt v. Northern Life Association (lowa), 51 L. 

R. A. 141, to forfeit the rights not only of the bene- 

ficiary, but of her heirs and legal representatives, under 

a certificate payable to such persons; but this is held not 

to relieve the insurer, since the certificate may be en- 
forced by the administrator of the insured. 





The removal by church officials, under authority of 
the church discipline, of a pastor who has no contract 
right to salary, and the appointment of his successor, 
are held, in Travers v. Abbey (Tenn.), 51 L. R. A. 260, 
to be beyond review by the civil courts. This seems to 
be in harmony with the majority of the decisions col- 
lected in a note in 49 L. R. A. 353, respecting the con- 
clusiveness of decisions of church tribunals. 





The removal of shade trees from a street without 
any notice of the public necessity therefor to the owner 
of the fee, and without giving him any opportunity to 
transplant them or remove them himself, is held, in 
Stretch v. Cassopolis (Mich.), 51 L. R. A. 345, to be an 
invasion of his rights, for which he is entitled to dam- 


ages. 


Recent Decisions. 


DOES THE “CONSTITUTION FOLLOW THE 
FLAG” ?*

1gOl1).

Here suit was brought by Downes to recover back duties to 
the amount of $659.35, exacted and paid under protest upon cer- 
tain oranges consigned to the plaintiff at New York, and 
brought thither from the port of San Juan, in the Island of 
Porto Rico, during the month of Nevember, 1900. 

This case involved the question whether merchandise 
brought into the port of New York from Porto Rico since the 
passage of the Foraker act is exempt from duty, notwithstand- 
ing the third section of that act, which requires the payment of 
“Ll per cent. of the duties which are required to be levied, col- 
lected, and paid upon like articles of merchandise imported 
from foreign countries.” 

The Circuit Court of the United States for the Southern 
district of New York sustained the Government in this position 
in imposing a duty. 

The Supreme Court affirmed the opinion of the Circuit 
Court, saying, per Brown, J. “Weare of opinion that the Island 
of Porto Rico is a territory appurtenant and belonging to 
the United States, but not a part of the United States within 
the revenue clause of the Constitution; that the Foraker act is 
constitutional so far as it imposes duties upon imports from 
such island, and that the plaintiff cannot recover back the 
duties exacted in this case.” 

The opinion of the court went into the case very fully. 

*The lengthy opinions rendered, forces us to condense. A report 


of the De Lima case is omitted, as its force has been largely 
destroyed by the passage of the Foraker act. 





Justice Brown early outlined the distinction between this case 
and that of De Lima, which had just been decided, saying: 

“In the case of De Lima v. Bidwell we hold that upon the 
ratification of the treaty of peace with Spain Porto Rico ceased 
to be a foreign country, and that duties were no longer col- 
lectible upon merchandise brought from that island. We are 
now asked to hold that it became a part of the United States 
Within that provision of the Constitution which declares that 
‘all duties, imposts, and excises shall be uniform throughout 
the United State®’ If Porto Rico be a part of the United 
States the Foraker act imposing duties upon its products is un- 
constitutional, not only by reason of a violation of the unifor- 
mity: clause, but because by Section 9, ‘Vessels bound to or from 
one State’ cannot ‘be obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties in 
another.’ 

“The case also involves the broader question whether the 
revenue clauses of the Constitution extend of their own force to 
our newly acquired territories. The Constitution itself does not 
answer the question. Its solution must be found in the nature 
of the government created by that instrument, in the opinion 
of its contemporaries, in the practical construction put upon it 
by Congress, and in the decisions of this court.” 

Justice Brown then entered upon a review of the formation 
of the government and the Constitutional provision requiring 
that “duties, imposts, and excises shall be uniform throughout 
the United States,” saying that “it is explained by subsequent 
provisions of the Constitution that ‘no tax or duty shall be laid 
on articles exported from any State’ and ‘no preference shall 
be given by any regulation of commerce or revenue to the ports 
of one State over those of another; nor shall vessels bound to 
or from one State be obliged to enter, clear, or pay duties in 
another.’’’ In short, he concluded on that point, “the Consti- 
tution deals with States, their people, and their representa- 
tives.” 

The acquisition of territory and the formation of Territories 
was discussed and many authorities quoted. As a result of 
these citations, the Justice laid down the following general con- 
clusions: 

“Eliminating, then, from the opinions of this court all ex- 
pressions unnecessary to the disposition of the particular case, 
and gleaning therefrom the exact point decided in each, the 
following propositions may be considered as established: 

1.—That the District of Columbia and the Territories are 
not States within the judicial clause of the Constitution giving 
jurisdiction in cases between citizens of different States. 
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2.—That Territories are not States within the meaning of 
Revised Statutes, Section 709, permitting writs of error from 
this court in cases where the validity of a State’s statute is 
drawn in question. 

3.—That the District of Columbia and the Territories are 
States, as that word is used in treaties with foreign powers, 
with respect to the ownership, disposition and inheritance of 
property. 

4.—That the Territories are not within the clause of the 
Constitution providing for the creation of a Supreme Court 
and such inferior courts as Congress may see fit to establish. 

5.—That the Constitution does not apply to foreign countries 
or trials therein conducted, and that Congress may lawfully 
provide for such trials before Consular tribunals, without the 
intervention of a grand or petit jury. 

6.—That where the Constitution has been once formally ex- 
tended by Congress to Territories, neither Congress nor the 
Territorial Legislature can enact laws inconsistent therewith. 

In his opinion Justice Brown referred at length to the deci- 
sion of Chief Justice Taney in the Dred Scott case, giving espe- 
cial consideration to the sentiment expressed by him that 
“there is no power given by the Constitution to the Federal 
Government to establish or maintain colonies bordering on the 
United States or at a distance, to be ruled and governed at its 
own pleasure; and if a new State is admitted it needs no fur- 
ther legislation by Congress, because the Constitution itself de- 
fines the relative rights and powers and duties of the State, 
and the citizens of the State, and the Federal Government. But 
no power is given to acquire a Territory to be held and gov- 
erned permanently in that character.” 

Justice Brown expressed the opinion that it was unfortu- 
nate in view of the excited condition of the country at the time 
the Scott opinion was rendered, just before the beginning of 
the Civil War, that the Chief Justice had felt impelled to dis- 
cuss the question upon its merits. 

“It is,” he said, ‘sufficient to say that the country did not 
acquiesce in the opinion, and that the Civil War, which shortly 
thereafter followed, produced such changes in judicial as well 
as public sentiment as to seriously impair the authority of this 
case. 

“The power to prohibit slavery in the Territories,” he added, 
“is so different from the power to impose duties upon Terri- 
torial products, and depends upon such different 
the Constitution, that they can scarcely be considered as 
analogous unless we assume broadly that every clause of the 
Constitution attached to the Territories, as well as to the States 
—a claim quite inconsistant with the position of the court in 
the Canter case. The difficulty with the Dred Scott case was 
that the court refused to make a distinction between property 
in general and a wholly exceptional class of property.”

Taking up the case in hand, the Justice continued his 
opinion, saying: 


‘The practical interpretation put by Congress upon the Con- 


stitution has been long continued and uniform to the effect that 
the Constitution is applicable to territories acquired by pur- 
chase or conquest only when and so far 


l as Congress shall so 
Notwithstanding its duty to ‘guarantee every State in 
this Union a republican form of government,’ Congress did not 
hesitate in the original organization of the Territories of Louis- 
iana, Florida, the Northwest Territory, and its sub-divisions of 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois, and Wisconsin, and still more 
recently in the case of Alaska, to establish a form of govern- 
ment bearing a much greater analogy to a British crown colony 
than a republican State of America, and to yest the legislative 
power either in a Governor and Council, or a Governor and 
Judges, to be appointed by the President. 

“We are also of opinion that power to acquire territony by 
treaty implies not only the power to govern such territory, but 
to prescribe upon wl terms the United States will rec ive its 
inhabitants and what their status shall be in what Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall termed the ‘American Empire.’ There seems to 
be no middle ground between this position and the doctrine 
that if their inhabitants do not become, immediately upon an- 
nexation, c the United States their children thereafter 
born, whe es or civilized, are such and entitled to all 
the rights, s, and immunities of citizens. If such be 
their status, 1e consequences will be extremely serious. In- 
deed, it is if Congress would ever assent to the an- 
nexation of rritory upon the condition that its inhabitants, 
however foreign they may be to our habits, traditions, and 


direct.

Further along Justice Brown remarked: 
“Whatever may be finaliy decided by the American peopie 
as to the status of these islands and their inhabitants—whether 
they shall be introduced into the sisterhood of States or be per- 
mitted to form independent Government—it does not follow 
that, in the meantime, awaiting that decision, the people are in 
the matter of personal rights unprotected by the provisions of 
our Consiitution and subject to the merely arbitrary control of 
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Congress. Even if regarded as aliens, they are entitled under 
the principles of the Constitution to be protected in life, liberty 
and property. 

“Large powers must necessarily be intrusted to Congress in 
dealing with these problems, and we are bound to assume that 
they will be judiciously exercised. That these powers may be 
abused is possible. But the same may be said of its powers 
under the Constitution as well as outside of it. Human wisdom 
has never devised a form of government so perfect that it may 
not be perverted to bad purposes. It is never conclusive to 
argue against the possession of certain powers from possible 
abuses of them. 

“It is safe to say that if Congress should venture upon legis. 
lation manifestly dictated by selfish interests it would reccive 
quick rebuke at the hands of the people. Indeed, it is scarcely 
possible that Congress could do a greater injustice to these 
islands that would be involved in holding that it could not in- 
pose upon the States tares and excises without extending the 
same taxes to them. Such requirement would bring them at 
once within our internal revenue system, including stamps, 
licenses, excises, and all the paraphernalia of that system, and 
applying it to territories which have had no experience of this 
kind, and where it would prove an intolerable burden.” 

Commenting upon the virtual absence of provision in the 
Constitution for the acquisition of territory, Justice Brown says 
it can only be accounted for on the ground that the framers of 
that instrument did not foresee the country’s future possibilities 
in that respect. . 

“If,” he said, “it be once conceded that we are at liberty to 
acquire foreign territory, a presumption arises that our power 
with respect to such territories is the same power which other 
nations have been accustomed to exercise with respect to terri- 
tories acquired by them. If, in limiting the power which Con- 
gress was to exercise within the United States, it was also in- 
tended to limit it with regard to such territories as the people 
of the United States should thereafter acquire, such limitations 
should have been expressed. Instead of that, we find the C 
stitution speaking only to States, except in the Territori 
clause, which is absolute in its terms and suggestive of no 
itations upon the power of Congress in dealing with them. 

“The States could only delegate to Congress such powers as 
they themselves possessed, and as they had no power to ac- 
tiuire new territory they had none to delegate in that connec- 
tion. The logical inference from this is, that if Congress had 
power to acquire new territory, which is conceded, that power 
was not hampered by the Constitutional provisions.” 

In the last paragraph of his opinion, before announcing the 
court’s opinion, Justice Brown said: 

“Patriotic and intelligent man may differ widely as to 
desirableness of this or that acquisition, but this is solely a 








political question. We can only consider this aspect of the case 
so far as to say that no construction of the Constitution should 
be adopted which would prevent Congress from considering 


each case upon its merits, unless the language of the inst: 
ment imperatively demand it. A false step at this time n 
be fatal to the development of what Chief Justice Marshall 
called the American Empire. 

“Choice in some cases, the natural gravitation of small 
bodies toward large ones in others, the result of a succ ] 
war in still others, m bring about conditions which would 
render the annexation of distant possessions desirable. If th 
possessions are inhabited by alien races, differing from us 
religion, customs, laws, methods of taxation, and modes 
thought, the administration of government and justice, accord- 
ing to Anglo-Saxon principles, may for a time be impossi! 
and the question at once arises whether large concessions ought 
not to be made for a time, that ultimately our own theories 
may be carried out and the blessings of a free government 
under the Constitution extended to them. We decline to hold 
that there is anything in the Constitution to forbid such 
action.”’ 


JUSTICES WHITE, SHIRAS AND MRENNA CONCUR. 


Following Justice Brown, Justice White delivered t 
opinion in which, he said, Justices Shiras and McKenna united, 
concurring in the decree affirming the judgment of the Downes 
case, but placing it on grounds which he said were not 01 
different from but in conflict with those expressed by Justice 
Brown. 

The question at issue in this case, he said, was whether the 
provision of the Constitution giving Congress power to 
duties, imposts, and excises, but requiring that they should 
uniform “throughout the United States,” had been violated by 
the Foraker act imposing duties on goods coming from Porto 
Rico into the United States. The propositions elaborat 
argued at the trial that the government of the United Stat 
being created by the Constitution, that instrument, where 
s the power of the government, does so everywhere, wher- 
its authority is exerted, were conceded. 

There never could be any serious question that when t! 
Government of the United States exercises an authority which 
the Constitution confers that the applicable limitations of the 
Constitution controls it. While this was true universally, 
every case the question was not whether the Constitution fol- 
lowed the flag, but granting that it did so, what provision was 
applicable to particular cases. -The cases which it was said 
were an exception, were certain general limitations in the Con- 
stitution in favor of liberty and property which withdrew al! 
power from Congress. Such limitations were everywhere app!! 
cable, and, of course, could never be transferred. 
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In view of this, the opinion went on, “there is in reason then 
no room in this case to contend that Congress can destroy the 
liberties of the people of Porto Rico by exercising in their re- 
gard powers against freedom and justice which Constitution 
has absolutely denied.” The sole and only issue is, Had Porto 
Rico, at the time of the passage of the act in question, been 
incorporated into and become an integral part of the United 
s ates? 

‘ Considering this question, Justice White affirmed that the 
rule of international law was that the relation which an ac- 
quired country would bear to the acquiring country in the ab- 
sence of treaty stipulations was to be determined by that coun- 
try conformably to its institutions. The United States pos- 
sessed the same powers on this subject as any other nation. 
~ Justice White then went exhaustively into the history of 
the United States and of its acquired territory in support of 
his assertion that our history from the beginning had mani- 
fested that this power was possessed by the United States. 
An acknowledgment of our right to acquire territory, coupled 
with a contention that when acquired the territory was abso- 
lutely and unconditionally incorporated into the United States, 
he said, was to admit the power to acquire and immediately 
to deny its beneficial existence. To hold that the treaty mak- 
ing power cannot insert conditions in acquiring would deprive 
that power of a necessary attribute and would confer upon it 
the authority to destroy the Government of the United States, 

If millions of the inhabitants of an alien territory, if ac- 
quired by treaty, can, without the desire or consent of the 
people of the United States, speaking through Congress, be 
immediately and irrevocably incorporated into the United 
States, the whole structure of the Government can be over- 
thrown, While thus aggrandizing the treaty making power on 
the one hand, the construction at the same time minimizes it 
on the other, in that it strips that authority of any right to 
acquire territory upon any condition which would guard the 
people of the United States from the evil of immediate incor- 
poration. ; ' 

To meet the evil effect of this view its advocates claimed 
that all citizenship of the United States is precarious and fleet- 
ing, and subject to be sold at any moment like property. 
Justice White said he could not assent that the safeguards, 
privileges, rights and immunities of the Constitution are so 
epheeneral that they could be destroyed by a mere act of sale. 
Our forefathers believed there was no power to dispose of 6ov- 
ereignty over a foot of American territory, and all territory in- 
corporated into the United States was taken under a pledge 
that it should be forever a part of the United States. He cited 
the Louisiana Purchase and other instances where considerable 
time elapsed prior to incorporation, and summarized his views 
as follows: 

“It is, then, as I think, indubitably settled by the principles 
of the law of nations, by the nature of the Government created 
under the Constitution, by the express and implied powers con- 
ferred upon that Government by the Constitution, by the mode 
in which those powers have been executed from the beginning, 
and by an unbroken line of decisions of this court, first an- 
nounced by Marshall and followed and lucidly expounded by 
Taney, that the treaty-making power cannot incorporate ter- 
ritory into the United States without the express or implied 
assent of Congress that it may insert in a treaty conditions 
against imenediate incorporation. 

“Tt must follow, therefore, that where a treaty contains no 
conditions for incorporation, and, above all, where it not only 
has no such conditions; but expressly provides to the con- 
trary, that incorporation does not arise until in the wisdom 
of Congress it is deemed that the acquired territory has 
reached that state where it is proper that it should enter into 

id form a part of the American family.” 

Attention was then called to the fact that the treaty of 
“ace expressly provided that the civil rights and political 
tatus of the inhabitants of the islands should be determined 
- Congress, and the conclusion was stated as follows: 

“The result of what has been said is that while, in an in- 
rnational sense, Porto Rico was not a foreign country, it was 

foreign to the United States in a domestic sense, because the 
island had not been incorporated into the United States, but 
is merely appurtenant thereto as a possession. As a neces- 
sary consequence, the impost in question assessed on mer- 
indise coming froen Porto Rico into the United States after 

e cession was within the power of Congress, and that body 

is not, moreover, as to such impost, controlled by the clause 
equiring that imposts should be uniform throughout the 
United States; in other words, the provision of the Constitu- 
tion just referred to was not applicable to Congress in legis- 
lating for Porto Rico.” 

In concluding, it was said that the question when Porto 
Rico was to be incorporated was a political question, to be de- 
termined by the American people, speaking through Congress, 
the courts to determine. 

JUSTICE GRAY CONCURS., 


Justice Gray announced his concurrence in the majority’s 
onclusion, and in doing so said in substance: 

“The civil government of the United States cannot extend 
immediately, and of its own force, over territory acquired by 
war, Such territory must necessarily, in the first instance, be 

verned by the enilitary power under the control of the Presi- 
dent as Commander-in-Chief. Civil government cannot take 
effect as soon as possession is acquired under military author- 
ity, or even as soon as that possession is confirmed by treaty.

ate political department of the Government, at such time and 
in such degree as that department may determine. There 
must of necessity be a transition period. 

“So long as Congress has not incorporated the territory into 
the United States, neither military occupation nor cession by 
treaty makes the conquered territory domestic territory in the 
sense of the revenue laws. But those laws concerning ‘for- 
eign countries’ remain applicable to the conquered territory un- 
til changed by Congress. Such was the unanimous opinion of 
this court, as declared by Chief Justice Taney, in Fleming v. 
Page, 9 How. 

“If Congress is not ready to construct a complete govern- 
ment of the conquered territory it may establish a temporary 
government, which is not subject to all the restrictions of the 
Constitution. 

“Such was the effect of the act of Congress of April 12, 
1900, entitled ‘an act temporarily to provide revenues and a 
civil government for Porto Rico and for other purposes.” The 
system of duties temporarily established by that act during 
the transition period was within the authority of Congress un- 
der the Constitution of the United States.” 

DISSENTING OPINIONS, 

The chief dissenting opinion was announced by Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller, Justices Harlan, Brewer and Peckham joining in 
the dissent. He said the majority, though widely differing in 
their reasoning, seemed to concur in the view that Porto Rico 
belongs to the United States, but nevertheless is not a part of 
the United States subject to the provisions of the Constitution 
in respect to taxes. The Foraker act, under which the duties 
were levied, created a complete form of government for Porto 
Rico, with a special provision that the taxes levied in the 
United States on Porto Rican exports should be held as a spe- 
cial fund for Porto Rico’s benefit. 

It was admitted that on its face the part of the act with 
reference to duties did not comply with the rule of uniformity 
prescribed by the Constitution. The Constitutional uniformity 
is a geographical uniformity, “‘but,” the opinion continues, “it 
was said that Congress, in attempting to levy these duties, 
was not exercising power derived from the first clause of Sec- 
tion 8, or restricted by it, because in dealing with the Terri- 
tories Congress exercises unlimited powers of government, and, 
moreover, that these duties are merely local taxes. 

“This court, in 1820, when Marshall was Chief Justice, and 
Washington, William Johnson, Livingston, Todd, Duvall and 
Story were his associates, took a different view of the power 
of Congress in the matter of laying and collecting taxes, du- 
ties, imposts and excises in the Territories, and its ruling in 
Loughborough v. Blake, 5 Wheaton 317, has never been over- 
ruled.

operates to regulate commerce, and is not a matter of 
egislation; and it follows that the levy of these duties 
was in the exercise of the national power to do so, and subject 
to the requirement of geographical uniformity. 

“The fact that the proceeds of these duties are devoted by 
the act to the use of the territory does not make national 
taxes local. Nobody disputes the power of Congress to lay and 
collect duties, geographically uniform, and apply the proceeds 
by a proper appropriation act to the relief of a particular ter- 
ritory, but the destination of the proceeds would not change 
the source of the power to lay and collect. 

“And that suggestion certainly is not strengthened when 
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based on the diversion of duties collected from all parts of the 
United States to a territorial treasury before reaching the 
Treasury of the United States. Clause 7 of Section 9 of Article 
I. provides that ‘no money shall ‘be drawn from the Treasury, 
but in consequence of appropriations made by law, and the 
proposition that this may be rendered inapplicable if the 
money is not perenitted to be paid in so as to be susceptible 
of being drawn out, is somewhat startling.” 

The proposition that Chief Justice Marshall had erred 
in his opinion, and that the rule of uniformity was a 
limitation to the States, as such, was declared to be wholly 
unwarranted, and a number of cases were cited in which the 
Supreme Court and Congress, notably by the Thirteenth and 
Fifteenth Amendments to the Constitution, had sustained the 
view that the United States meant Territories as well as 
States. 

Chief Justice Fuller then advanced the proposition enun- 
ciated in Marbury v. Madison, 1 Cranch, that the Constitution 
Was written in order to define and limit and keep within its 
restricted boundaries all persons and departments of Govern- 
ment, and was meant to leave no room for the play and action 
of purely personal and arbitrary power. He added: 

“From Marbury v. Madison to the present day no utter- 
ance of this court has intimated a doubt that in its operation 
on the people, by whom and for whom it was established, the 
National Government is a Government of enumerated powers, 
the exercise of which is restricted to the use of means appro- 
priate and plainly adapted to constitutional ends, and which 
are ‘not prohibited, but consistent with the letter and spirit of 
the Constitution.’ 

“The powers delegated by the people to their agents are 
not enlarged by the expansion of the domain within which 
they are exercised. When the restriction on the exercise of a 
particular power by a particular agent is ascertained, that is 
an end of the question. To hold otherwise is to overthrow the 
basis of our constitutional law, and, moreover, in effect, to re- 
assert the proposition that the States, and not the people, cre- 
ated the Government. There are many prohibitory clauses in 
the Constitution, and this court repeatedly has given effect to 
them in respect of the Territories and the District of Colum- 
bia.”’ 

On the contention that by international law Porto Rico 
came to us subject to such legislation as Congress might enact, 
Chief Justice Fuller said: 

“The new master was, in this instance, the United States, 
a Constitutional Government with limited powers, and the 
terms which the Constitution itself imposed, or which might be 
imposed in accordance with the Constitution, were the terms 
on which the new master took possession. 





“The power of the United States to acquire territory by 
conquest, by treaty or by discovery and occupation, is not dis- 
puted, nor is the proposition that in all international relations, 
interests and responsibilities the United States is a separate, 
independent and sovereign nation; but it does not derive its 
powers from international Jaw, which, though a part of our 
municipal law, is not a part of the organic law of the land. 
The source of national power in this country is the Constitu- 
tion of the United States; and the Government, as to our in- 
ternal affairs, possesses no inherent sovereign power not de- 
rived from that instrument, and inconsistent with its letter 
and spirit.” 

With reference to the paragraph in the treaty of peace 
declaring that “the civil rights and political status of the na- 
tive inhabitants of the territories hereby ceded to the United 
States shall be determined by Congress,’ the Chief Justice said 
this was nothing more than a declaration of the accepted prin- 
ciples of international law applicable to the status of the Span- 
ish subjects and of the native inhabitants. 

‘““A treaty,” he said, ‘“‘which undertook to take away what 
the Constitution secured or to enlarge the Federal jurisdiction 
would be simply void. It certainly cannot be admitted that 
the power of Congress to lay and collect taxes and duties can 
be curtailed by an arrangement made with a foreign nation by 
the President and two-thirds of a quorum of the Senate. The 
Constitution does not yield to treaty or enactment, nor does 
its theory bend to circumstances.” 

Chief Justice Fuller absolutely rejected the contentions that 
the rule of uniformity was not applicable to Porto Rico be- 
cause it had not been incorporated into and become an integral 
part of the United States. The word incorporation had no oc- 
cult meaning, and whatever its situation before, the Foraker 
act made Porto Rico an organized territory of the United 
States. He could not accept the view that even after organ- 
ized, “Congress has the power to keep it like a disembodied 
shade, in an intermediate state of ambiguous existence for an 
indefinite period, and, more than that, after it has been called 
from that limbo, commerce with it is absolutely subject to the 
will of Congress, irrespective of Constitutional provisions. 

“The concurring opinion of the majority recognizes that ‘Con- 
gress, in dealing with the people of the new territories or pos- 
sessions, is bound to respect the fundamental guarantees of 
life, liberty and property,’ but assumes that Congress is not 
bound, in those territories or possessions, to follow the rules of 
taxation prescribed by the Constitution. And yet the power to 
tax involves the power to destroy, and the levy of duties 


touches all our people in all places under the jurisdiction of 
the Government. 


“The logical result is that Congress may prohibit commerce 
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altogether between the States and Territories, and may pre- 
scribe one rule of taxation in one Territory and a different 
rule in another. 

“That theory assumes that the Constitution created a Gov- 
ernment empowered to acquire countries throughout the world, 
to be governed by different rules than those obtaining in the 
original States and Territories, and substitutes for the present 
system of republican government a system of domination over 
distant provinces in the exercise of unrestricted power. 

“In our judgment, so much of the Porto Rican act as au- 
thorized the imposition of these duties is invalid and plaintiffs 
were entitled to recover.’ 

“Some argument was made as to general consequences ap- 
prehended to flow from this result, but the language of the 
Constitution is too plain and unambiguous to permit its mean- 
ing to be thus influenced. * * * 

“Again, it is objected on behalf of the Government that 
the possession of absolute power is essential to the acquisition 
of vast and distant territories, and that we should regard the 
situation as it is to-day rather than as it was a century ago. 
* * * But it must be remembered that, as (Marshall and Story 
declared, the Constitution was framed for ages to come, and 
that the sagacious men who framed it were well aware that a 
mighty future waited on their work. 

‘They may not, indeed, have deliberately considered a tri- 
umphal progress of the nation, as such, around the earth, but, 
as Marshall wrote: ‘It is not enough to say that this par- 
ticular case was not in the mind of the convention when the 
article was framed, nor of the American people when it was 
adopted. It is necessary to go further, and to say that, had 
this particular case been suggested, the language would have 
been so varied as to exclude it, or it would have been made 
a special exception.’ 

“This cannot be said, and, on the contrary, in order to in- 
sure the successful extension of our institutions, the reason- 
able presumption is that the limitations on the exertion of ar- 
bitrary power would have been made more rigorous.” 

JUSTICE HARLAN DISSENTS., 

Justice Harlan then announced his concurrence with the 
dissenting opinion just delivered by the Chief Justice. He re- 
garded the Foraker act as unconstitutional in its revenue pro- 
visions, and believed that Porto Rico, after the ratification of 
the treaty with Spain, became a part of the United States. 
Referring to the majority views that the power of our Gov- 
ernment with respect to mew territory is the same power 
which other nations had been accustomed to exercise, Justice 
Harlan said: 

“I take leave to say that if the principles now announced 
should ever receive the sanction of a majority of this court the 
result will be a radical and mischievous change in our system 
of government. We will, in that event, pass from the era of 
constitutional liberty, guarded and protected by a written Con- 
stitution, into an era of legislative absolutism, in respect of 








many rights that are dear to all peoples who love freedom. 

In my opinion, Congress has no existence and can exercise 
no authority outside of the Constitution. Still less is it true 
that Congress can deal with new territories just as other na- 
tions have done or may do with their new territories. This 


nation is under the control of a written Constitution, which is 
the supreme law of the land, and the only source of the powers 
which our Government, or any branch or officer of it, may ex- 
ercise at any time or at any place. 

The idea that this country may acquire territory any- 
where upon the earth, by conquest or treaty, and hold it as 
mere colonies or provinces, is wholly inconsistent with the 
spirit and genius, as well as with the words of the Constitu- 
tion. The glory of our American system of Government is that 
it was created by a written Constitution, which protects the 
people against the exercise of arbitrary, unlimited power, and 
the limits of which may not be passed by the Government it 
created, or by any branch of it, or even by the people who 
ordained it, except by amendment. It will be an evil day for 
American liberty if the theory of a Government outside of the 
Supreme Court law of the land finds lodgment in our Consti- 
tutional jurisprudence.” 

Justice Harlan also commented on the idea that Congress 
could “legislate the Constitution into contiguous territory.” 
Such a view, he said, might well cause surprise, if not alarm. 


Congress had no existence except by virtue of the Constitu- 


tion. He pointed out that the majority opinion suggested that 


conditions might arise when the annexation of distant posses- 
sions would become desirable, so that cessions might well be 
made for a time, that ultimately our own theories might be 
carried out. But Justice Harlan dissented from any such au- 
thority of our Governmental system. He said: 


“The ‘expanding future of our country,’ justifying the be- 
lief that the United States is to become what is called a ‘world 


power’—of which so much was heard at the argument—does 
not justify any such juggling with the words of the Consti- 
tution as would authorize the courts to hold that the words 


‘throughout the United States,’ in the taxing clause of the 

Constitution, do not embrace a “Territory of the United States.’ 

This is a distinction which I am unable to make, and which I 

do not think ought to be made, when we are endeavoring to 

ascertain the meaning of a great instrument of Government.” 
In conclusion, Justice Harlan said: 


“The addition of Porto Rico to the territory of the United 
States has been recognized by direct action upon the part of 
Congress. It has legislated in recognition of the treaty with 
Spain. If Porto Rico did not by such action become a part of 
the United States, it did become such, at least, when Congress 
passed the Foraker act. I cannot believe that Congress may 
impose any duty, impost or excise with respect to that ter- 
ritory and its people which is not consistent with the Con- 
stitutional requirement that all duties, imposts and excises 
shall be uniform throughout the United States.”

These cases were brought 
by Mr. Schnabel in behalf of 29 settlers 
on indemnity lands whose claims were 
filed on by the Oregon & Oalifornia 
Railroad Company, involving, in all, 
300,000 acres in the Roseburg land dis- 
trict. Mr. Schnabel’s cause for rejoic- 
ing in this matter is that his contingent 
fees in the cases amount to $8,000. The 


‘railroad company set up that not only 


the place limits of its grant 20 miles on 
each side of the O. & O. R. R. line 
were reserved to it, but that the indemn- 
ity lands were also reserved to it from 
which to complete its selections, and 
that no one had a right to locate on such 
lands until the company had completed 
its selections. The settlers interested in 
these cases located on the indemnity 
lands before they were set apart as such. 
Some of them had been there many 
years, and had made extensive improve- 
ments, and were waiting for the lands 
to be surveyed in order to file on them. 
Judge Bellinger decided that the settlers 
on these lieu lands had a prior right to 
their claims, and ordered the filings of 
the railroad company to be canceled. 
The company appealed to the Circuit 
Court of Appeals, which sustained Judge 
Bellinger’s decision, and Mr. Schnabel 
has filed an attorney’s lien on the prop- 
erty for his fees. By this decision the 
Southern Pacific Company loses its hold 
on 300,000 acres of land which settlers 
have taken up within the indemnity 
grant, and will have to select other 
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lands within the indemnity limits if 
they can be found.

Memorial to Justice Smyth. 

A green bronze tablet commemorative 
of the late Justice Frederick Smyth has 
been placed in Part VIII. of the Supreme 
Court, Munhattan. There were no cere- 
monies connected with the setting up of 
the memorial. It is fixed in the wall just 
over the jury box, is four feet high and 
three wide. The upper part shows the 
face of the late Recorder in bas-relief, 
and under it is written : 

In Memury 
Frederick Smyth. 
Born July 15, 1834, Died August 18, 1900. 
Justice of the Supreme Court, 1896-1900. 
Recorder of the City ot New York, 

1879-1894. 


‘*The Bench has lost one of its most 
able, upright and industrious members. 
The law and its administration an un- 
tiring and wise exponent and guide, and 
the Bar a kind, attentive and considerate 
friend.’’—Resolution of Bench and Bar, 
October, 1900. 
Waldorf H. Phillips Disbarred. 

The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court has granted a motion to strike the 
name of Waldorf H. Phillips from the 
roll of attorneys of the Supreme Court 
of the State of New York. 

The motion was made by Egerton L. 
Winthrop, Jr., in behalf of the Bar 
Association. In the papers submitted to 
the court it was shown that Phillips 
was convicted of the crime of grand 
larceny in the second degree on April 8, 
and was sentenced to six months’ im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary. He is 
nuw serving his sentence. 


Jury System Reforms. 

When the October term of the Supreme 
Court opens, men drawn as jurors will 
discover that trivial excuses are vain, and 
that their friends can no longer success- 
fully intercede for them with the Jus- 
tices. At the same time lawyers will 
find that they must be more prompt in 
selecting juries to try cases. 

At a meeting held recently the Jus- 
tices of the First Department unanimous- 
ly agreed that beginning with the first 
Monday of October no juror should be 
excused from duty at the request of a 
third party. If the juror is so ill that 
he cannot attend court he must send a 
physician's certificate. If he wants to 
be excused for any other reason he must 
appear in court in person. When jurors 
fail to appear notices will be sent to 
them, and if they ignore such notices 
they will be fined $100. 

This rule will prevail in all of the 
eleven trial parts of the Supreme Court, 
and every Justice has agreed to enforce 
it to the letter. The reason for adopting 
this method resulted from the many de- 
lays experienced by the Justices in get- 
ting juries to try cases. 

One of the Justices in speaking of the 
rule said: 

‘*Through legislation there has been 
so many exemptions from jury duty 
provided that out of all of the people of 
this city there are not over 28,000 men 
available for services. Of this number 
there are many who used their friends 
to present excuses for them and get them 
released from duty. The Justices 
realized thut the only way to compel 
proper jury service was to work to- 
gether.’’ 

The plan proposed as to the examina- 
tion of jurors by lawyers provides that 
questions as to qualifications shall be 
asked collectively. If a lawyer desires 
to have a particular juror examined that 





juror will be examined as the law pro- 


vides, and then the Justice can deter- 
mine his fitness. 
The Justices are also seriously consid- 
ering the suggestion of Justice McAdam 
that the laws ought to be amended so as 
to reduce the number of peremptory 
challenges allowed in civil cases.

Referee Must Not Share Stenographers’ Fees 

A report of Martin O’Brien as referee 
in passing the accounts of Charles C. 
Dickinson, as assignee for the benefit of 
creditors of Eugene M. Earle and Wil- 
liam Pitt Earle, proprietors of the Earl- 
ington and St. James hotels at Richfield 
Springs, has been set aside by Justice 
Friedman of the Supreme Court be- 
cause the referee made a dicker with the 
stenographer to secure a share of the 
stenographer'’s fees in the case in addi- 
tion to his own fees as referee. 

The stenographer who gave up a share 
of his earnings was George A. Haynes, 
who had succeeded a prior stenographer 
in the case. Haynes testified that 
Referee O’Brien gave him to understand 
that be would not get the work unless 
he agreed to share the stenographer’s 
fees. They amounted to $2,446.96 and 
the referee got something over $500. 
When the referee found that Steno- 
grapher Haynes had got a check for vart 
of his services h3 wrote to him. 

My Dear Haynes: Congratulations. 
Am damned hard up. Wish you would 
send mea check correct as to indorse- 
ment. 1 make 8,137 folios at 8 1-3, 
$511.08, of which I have had $296, leav- 
ing $215.08. Send me check so that I 
get it to-morrow morning. 

Sincerely, M. O’Brien. 

Referee O’Brien admitted getting the 
share of the stenographer’s fees, but 
denied that it was under any under- 
standing that the stenographer would be 
discharged if he did not divide up. 

The referee’s fees were paid by As- 
signee Dickinson in taking up the re- 
port. In it O’Brien found the assignee, 
as plaintiff, entitled to $21,040.96 out of 
the Earle estate for expenses of adminis- 
tration, and himself entitlsd to $5,180 
for his services as referee. He was ap- 
pointed by Justice Kellogg, im May, 
1898, so that he has been three years in 
making his report. He held ninety- 
seven sessions at which evidence was 
taken and he charged for ninety-four 
days in considering the evidence and 
making his report—$20 for each session 
and $20 for each day of consideration. 

When Justice Friedmau set aside the 
report and disallowed these little bills it 
was contended that the reference having 





cost more than $7,000 and occupied three 
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years it would be unjust to the innocent 
litigant to require the case to be gone 
all over again. The Justice said that 
there is another side to the case, in the 
conduct of the referee, which should 
prevent the judgment standing. The 
referee on his own statements, says the 
Justice, ‘‘shows entire unconsciousness 
of the ethics of his profession and a 
total disregard of the consequences of 
his improper conduct.’’ The Justice 
further said : 

‘*Here is a sworn officer of the law 
who stands as judge of this court and 
makes a bargain at the beginning of a 
case with the stenographer for a share 
of the stenographer’s fees to be paid for 
copies of the testimony. That such an 
agreement constituted wrongdoing on 
the part of the referee, tends to unduly 
prolong the reference, contributes to the 
admission of irrelevant and immaterial 
evidence, casts suspicion upon the fair- 
ness and impartiality of the referee and 
is a fraud and an imposition upon the 
parties, needs no argument. 

‘“*To sustain this judgment would be 
equivalent to notifying every referee 
that he is at liberty by exorbitant de- 
mands and secret reservations to enrich 
himself at the expense of litigants.’’ 


in Honor of C. J. Patterson. 

A meeting of the bench and bar of 
Brooklyn, was held at noon on June 8, 
in the rooms of the Appellate Division 
in the County Oourt House, in memory 
of the late Charles J. Patterson, a dis- 
tinguished lawyer. On the bench were 
Presiding Justice William W. Goodrich, 
Justice Almet F. Jerks and Justice 
John Woodward of the Appellate Divi- 
sion, and Justice Josiah T. Marean and 
Samuel T. Maddox of the Supreme Court 
and Judge William B. Hurd, Jr., of the 
County Court. The room was well 
filled. Justice Goodrich announced the 
object of the meeting, and James C. 
Ohurch of the committee of arrange- 
ments appointed by the Appellate Divi- 
sion arose and read a letter from Judge 
Edgar M. Cullen. 

After remarks by Edward M. Snepard, 
John Notman, James D. Beel and Assist- 
ant Oorporation Oounsel William J. 
Oarr, Justice Woodward of the Appellate 
Division, said: 

‘*Charles J. Patterson, for twenty-five 
years an attorney and counsellor at law 
of the State of New York, died on the 
5th day of June, 1901. 

‘*Our community, and the profession 
of which he was so honored a member, 
have sustained an irreparable loss. This 
is said with appreciation of the character 
of our departed friend. He was one of 
the most brilliant and effective lawyers 
of histime. His industry was prodigious, 
his ability amazing, and these, with his 
persistence, won for him the proud posi- 
tion of leader of the must able and exact- 
ing of professions. 

‘*He had a genius for fact and a talent 
for presentation that were almost un- 
equalled. His force of synthesis, his 
powers of analysis, the wonderful pre- 
cision of phrase and the plausibility of 


his method, combined with extraordinary | 


powers of argument. won him a phe- 
nomenal success. He was a great law- 
yer.”’ 
Four New Brooklyn Magistrates. 

Mayor Van Wyck on June 10 complied 
with Justice Gaynor’s command to ap 
point four new police magistrates in 
Brooklyn to succeed Magistrates W orth, 
Lemon, Teale and Kramer, by appoint- 
ing and swearing in four organization 
Democrats who were escorted to the 





City Hall by James Shevlin, Senator 
McCarren, Elections Commissioner John 
Maguire and James Sinnott, leader of 
the Twenty-first Assembly District. 

The new appointees are: Henry J. 
Furlong of the Twenty-first Assembly 
District, who will take Magistrate 
Worth’s place in the Gates avenue court. 

John Naumer of the Seventeenth As- 
sembly District, who succeeds Magistrate 
Teale in the Myrtle avenue court. 

Frank E. O'Reilly of the Fourth As- 
sembly District, who takes the place of 
Magistrate Kramer in the Lee avenue 
court. 

E. Gaston Higginbotham of the Nine- 
teenth Assembly District, who succeeds 
Magistrate Lemon in the Ewen street 
court, 

All of the men appointed hold office 
until the end of the year. It is expected 
that they will all run on this fall’s 
ticket for re election. 

After the new magistrates were sworn 
in James Shevlin said: 

‘*The appointment of these men is a 
recognition of the younger element and 
of a class which has never held office 
before. I am confident that they will 
make a good record.’’ 

Messrs. O’Reilly, Naumer, Higgen- 
botham and Furlong are practically 
assured of nominations next fall. Some 
of them will run in Democratic and 
others in Republican districts. 

It is understood that the four ousted 
Republicans will bring a contest in the 
courts. 

It is understood that Magistrate 
O’Reilly is credited to the new Third 
Congressional District, though he now 
lives in the Nineteenth Ward which goes 
with the Thirteenth, Twenty-first and 
‘Twenty-third. Should he be renomi- 
nated in the Third his election is prac- 
tically assured. ‘hat will not be the 
case either with Mr. Naumer or Mr. 
Higgenbotham who will run in Kepubli- 
can districts. Mr. Furlong will be ina 
close district. 

George T. Davidson Accused. 

George T. Davison, of No. 212 West 
Forty-sixth street, was arrested on June 
3 at his office No. 25 Pine street, ona 
complaint made by Frank Savin, Jr., 
and Miron H. Oppenheim, executors of 
the estate of Mrs. Arriba Savin charging 
him with misappropriation of funds to 
the extent of $14,575. 

W. F. Severance appeared for the 
executors and stated to Magistrate Flam- 
mer when Davidson was ‘arrainged in 
Centre street court that Mrs. Savin, 
after her legal separation from Frank 
W. Savin, Sr., a Wall Street broker, 
had turned over to Davidson, who had 
acted as her attorney, $25,000 to be held 
in trust for her. This occurred in 
October, 1897, and Mrs. Savin died in 
July, 1898. Previous to her death, Mr. 
Severance said, she had drawn checks 
on the money until but $14,575 remained, 
and repeated demands for an accounting 
on the balance had been refused by Mr. 
Davidson 

On February 1, 1899, Davidson was 
arrested in a civil action in the Supreme 
Court, brought by Oppenheim to recover 
$16,000. He said he had acted as attor- 
ney for Mrs. Savin in her suit for legal 
separation from Frank W. Savin, Sr., 
the banker and broker, and had received 
only $1,000 for his services, the most of 
which sum he said he had returned to 
her. 

‘‘After the work was done,’’ he said, 
‘*Mrs. Savin refused to pay for it. Mrs. 
Savin died, and in the civil action, 1 
could not avail myself of my counter 





action for $20,000 for services under the 
law which prevents such testimony being 
introduced in suits against estates. [ 
have brought an independent action, 
however, to recover the money for sery- 
ices and jit is now pending in the 
Supreme QOoart.’’

.4. Milton Stearns, Jr. 

J. Milton Stearns, Jr., died at his home, 
No. 241 Lorimer street, Brooklyn, on 
Monday June 3. He was born in Mid. 
dlebury, Vt., fifty-nine years ago. He 
was graduated from Union Oollege and 
the Columbia Law School, being ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1863. Ten years 
ago he retired from active practice. 

Nathan Lewis. 

Nathan Lewis, who was prominent 
in charitable work in this city anda 
successful lawyer, died from appolexy 
on May 31, in his home, No. 340 West 
Vifty-fifth street. He was forty-eight 
years old, and was the son ‘of Abraham 
Lewis, a well known wool merchant. 
He was pvesident of the Sanitarium for 
Poor Children at Rockaway for twenty- 
three years, and was connected with 
other charitable institutions. 

Glanvil G. Mcintyre. 

Glanvil G. MclIntrye, of 142 East 
Eighty-sixth street, who was a deputy 
assistant for one year under District 
Attorney Gardiner, died of consumption 
on June 5 at Saranac Lake after an ill- 
ness of eight months. He was 25 years 
old and the son of John F. McIntyre. 
He was a graduate of Hamilton College 
and the New York University Law 
School. Several times in his private 
practice he defended alleged criminals 
who were prosecuted by his father. He 
had been at Saranac Lake only two 
weeks, having gone there from Ashe- 
ville, N. CO. 

John A. Weeks. 

John A. Weeks, formerly of the firm 
of Weeks & Deforest, died at his home 
on Cove Hill, Oyster Bay, N. Y. He 
had been in ill-health for some ‘time. 
Mrs. Weeks was absent when her hus- 
band begame critically ill, and he died 
before ghe could be summoned. Mr. 
Weeks was the father of John A. Weeks, 
Jr., Assemblyman from the Queens- 
Nassau district, the First of Queens. 
He was eighty-two years of age. 

Samuel E. Jarvis, Jr. 

Samudl ¥. Jarvis, Jr., a member of 
the firm of Reed, Simpson, Thacher & 
Barnum, died on June 14 at his home, 
180 West Eighty-first street, ‘of pneu- 
monia. He had not ‘been well for sev- 
eral months and had worn himself out 
working over the incorporation of the 
new locomotive trust, of which Samuel 
R. Calilaavay recently became president. 
Mr. Jarvis was born thirty-four years 
ago in Connecticut and was a member 
of the same family as Abraham Jarvis, 
Protestant Episcopal Bishop of OConnecti- 
cut from 1797 to 1813, and was the son 
of the Rev. Dr. Samuel F. Jarvis of 
Brookiyn, Conn. Mr. Jarvis was a 
graduate of Trinity College and attended 
the Harvard Law School. He was a 
member of the Delta Phi fraternity and 
of the Oalumet Club. 


Charles J. Patterson. 

Charles J. Patterson, for many years 
one of the most prominent lawyers in 
this city, died at his home, No. 33 Mon- 
roe place, Brooklyn, on June 5. The 
deceased was born in New York on 
March 19, 1853, and obtained his early 
education in the public schools. After 


receiving a graduate’s diploma, he se- 














cured employment in a law office and 
studied while working as an office boy 
and clerk. In May, 1876, he was ad- 
mitted to the bar. After practicing at 
criminal law for some time, he came to 
Brooklyn and entered the employ of 
Anthony Barrett, who made him a part- 
ner shortly afterward, under the firm 
name of Barrett & Patterson. Later he 
formed a partnership with John O. 
Maguire. Since 1887 he has had an 
office of his own in the Garfield build- 
ing. He was for many years active in 
Democratic politics, and for a time was 
identified with the Citizens’ Union, run- 
ning for District Attorney on the 
Shepard ticket at the time that Frederick 
Wurster was elected Mayor of Brooklyn. 
He returned to the regular organization 
at the time that a reconciliation of the 
two forces was affected, and his voice 
has since been frequently heard in the 
councils of his party. He was counsel 
for the Mayor last summer, and for the 
Democratic General Committee of Kings 
Sounty while the Coffey case was on the 
calendar. 

Mr. Patterson was reported to have 
won more cases aguinst the Brooklyn 
street railroad companies than any other 
lawyer. In April, 1896, he won the 
famous suit of McMahon vs the Brook- 
lyn and New York Ferry Company, 
securing for his client a judgment of 
$21,000. He also conducted the success- 
ful suit of Baron Rudo'ph Warden for 
$25,000 against a surety company, and 
was instrumental in saving the Equita- 
ble Life Insurance Company $100,000 in 
a suit brought for that amount by the 
heirs of an alleged suicide. He had but 
few criminal cases, but was counsel for 
Robert W. Fielding, for Juckey Stone 
(indicted for maurder,) and for George 
F. Abbott, the young man who wus re- 
cently convicted and sentenced to Elmira 
Keformatory. During the trial of the 
last mentioned Mr. Patterson was ill, 
aud was represented by W. F. Norris.

The graduates were: Matthias ©. 
Angelmier, James J. Johnston, Thomas 
L. Purdum and John J. Watson, of Bal- 
timore, and Edward A. O’Mara, of Bal- 
timore county. 

Mr. A. Leo Knott delivered the ad- 
dress to the graduates, his remarks 
meeting an enthusiastic reception. He 
gave an exhaustive resume of the deci- 
sions of the Supreme Court from the 
adoption of the Constitution down to 
the present day, referring especially to 
the decisions by- Justice Marshall and 
Taney. He took occasion to vindicate 
the decisions of Justice Taney, especially 
the Dred Scott decision, saying that 
much of the obloquy and reproach cast 
upon Justice Taney at the time was due 
to misrepresentation and political passion 
and prejudice. Referring to the recent 
decisions in the insular case Mr. Knott 
said : 

‘*Hitherto our Constitution has proved 
elastic enough to mect and adapt itself 
without any great violence or straining 
to the immense growth and development 
both in territory and population which 
we have made. But that territory was 
contiguous, was almost unpeopled. But 
the new acquisitions bring novel and 
different conditions and altogether new 
and différent questions. The time has 
undoubtedly come when our experiment 
of a free republican Government under 
a written Constitution which, with the 
laws made in pursuance thereof form 
the supreme and paramount law, is to 
be put to the severest strain and test it 
has ever encountered. But I believe the 
Constitution will survive and the Gov- 
ernment will not perish.’’ 


University of Missouri—Department of Law. 

The fifty-ninth commencement of the 
University of the State of Missouri was 
held in Columbia on June 5. The en- 
rollment has gone over the 1,300 line 





and next year the growth of the school 
will, it is expected, be a revelation. 

The admission requirements have been 
steadily raised year by year for several 
years past and next year will be raised 
again. 

The law course has been extended 
from two years to three years and more 
rigid examination in the literary line 
will be necessary to entrance. 

The large university auditorium was 
crowded. On the rostrum sat the full 
Board of Ourators. Following imme- 
diately the opening exercises was the 
announcement of prizes, medals and 
scholarships awarded during the year, 
by the President, Doctor R. H. Jesse. 

The prize essay, in the Law Depart- 
ment, was one on ‘‘Spendthrift Trusts,’ 
and the Edward M. Thompson Ameri- 
can and English Encyclopedia of Law 
was awarded to Nathaniel Smith Brown, 
its author. Second honor was awarded 
Elisha Franklin Camron, Jr.

The breach between Drake University 
and the Iowa College of Law faculty, 
which has extended over a period of 


three or four years, will! in all probabil- 
ity develop into a law suit. Dissatisfied 
members of the faculty, including J. C. 


Hume, S. 8S. Cole and P. H. McNutt, 
are making a determined attempt to cut 
loose from the supervision of Drake and 
conduct the school on a separate basis. 





Drake does not intend this shall be done 
and will go into court, if necessary, set- 
ting up the claim that the faculty are 
mere hirelings, and that after the pres- 
ent contract expires they will be subject 
to dismissal or retention as the trustees 
of Drake University will. 

The controversy dates from September, 
1896, when the removal was made from 
the building at 513 Mulberry street to 
the quarters at present occupied by the 
law school. Nine years ago a contract 
was entered into betweeen Drake Uni- 
versity and Judge C. C. Cole, Porter 5S. 
McNutt, S. S. Cole, Judge Charles A. 
Bishop and J. C. Hume whereby the 
latter were engaged to do the teaching 
of a department known as the Iowa Col- 
lege of Law. By the terms of the con- 
tract Drake was to furnish quarters, 
light, heat, books, etc., for a certain 
period of years. A part ‘of the commis- 
sion from tuition was to be paid Drake, 
members of the faculty retaining the 
balance. 

At that time the school was located in 
the building now occupied by Conaway 
& Shaw, the medical department occupy- 
ing the third floor and the law school 
the second. Shortly after the institution 
opened Judge Bishop found it necessary 
to withdraw, leaving Judge Cole, Hume, 
S. S. Cole and McNutt in charge. Dur- 
ing the next two years the institution 
grew to such an extent that certain 
members of the faculty deemed it best to 
secure larger quarters. Drake was noti- 
tied of such intention, but refused tc 
provide an additional building on the 
grounds that by some changes their own 
property would be sufficiently large to 
accommodate the growing needs of the 
school. McNutt, S. S. Cole and J. C. 
Hume, however, made arrangements to 
lease the present quarters and it was 
then that the Des Moines College of Law 
was incorporated with a capital stock of 
$10,000. Members of the faculty of 
Iowa College of Law, comprised the 
corporation which signed the lease for 
the quarters now occupied. This was 
done at the request of Dean Cole who 
refused to add his signature as dean of 
the faculty and thus assume the entire 
responsibility. After the first year had 
expired a demand was made by the 
Drake trustees that they should pay the 
rent and other incidentals which then 
aggregated nearly $1,000. This was re- 
fused on the grounds that the lease of 
the building had been made without 
their consent; that they had adequate 
quarters in the old building which was 
at the disposal of the faculty and that 
they did not feel disposed to pay rent 
on another property when their own was 
unoccupied. 

Members of the faculty now present a 
bill for $5,000 accumulated rent and with 
the exception of Judge Cole, threaten to 
withdraw the school from the supervi- 
sion of Drake. The latter defies them to 
anything of the character. They say 
they have spent money to build up the 
institution and that they will not permit 
mere hirelings to take it from them. 

In the event of a suit and the univers- 
ity is successfui it 1s likely Judge Cole 
will retain the office of dean and that 
other arrangements will be made for 
teachers at the expiration of the contract 
with Hume, Cole and McNutt.

Michigan University—Department of Law. 

The second annual Cooley day exer- 
cises were recently held in University 
Hall under the auspices of the law de- 
partment. Theaddress was by the Hon. 
Roger W. Butterfield of Grund Rapids, 
regent of the university. He spoke upon 
‘‘The Lawyer of To-day,’’ comparing 
at length the modern lawyer with the 
lawyer of 30 years ago. From the com- 
parison he thought that while the law- 
yer had gained in some respects he had 
lost in others, and that the administra- 
tion of justice and the lawyer himself 
have been by these losses injuriously 
affected. 

He summarized the effects as follows: 
‘*First—In all the refinement and differ- 
entiation which is necessary there isa 
tendency tuo excess. It is not the first 
time when movements to produce ad- 
vance in law, carried to excess, have 
produced a system unnatural, artificial 
and completed. 

Second—In the decrease of the power 
and intiuence of the lawyer as an advo- 
cate you have increased the difficulty of 
procuring just verdicts. 

Third—There is added to the chance 
of a verdict based on passion or ignor- 
ance the chance of a wrong verdict being 
brought about through the failure to 
understand the charge of the court on 
account of confusion in the law itself or 
in the difficulty in declaring in a lang- 
uage which the jury will understand 
retined legal distinctions. 

Fourth—There is a distinct loss in 
popular touch in the power and influence 
of the lawyer on the generation to which 
he belongs. This is a loss, not simply 
in the administration of the law, but in 
the broader relations of life.’’ 

The last twenty minutes of his address 
was a beautiful tribute to the memory 
of the man in whose honor the univers- 
ity law department each year celebrates. 
He spoke otf Judge Cooley us one of the 
greatest jurists America ever produced 
and reviewed his famous career as a lec- 
turer in the university, as chief justice 
of the Michigan Supreme Court, and as 
the author of his numerous standard 
works of law. 


CANADIAN NOTES. 
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It is expected that the Judicial Com- 
mittee of His Britannic Majesty’s Privy 
Council will shortly be re-organized so 
as to include judicial representatives of 
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all the leading British Colonies. The 
Judicial Committee is the final court for 
the decision of Canadian constitutional 
questions. 


BRITISH COLUMBIA. 


Grand Forks—W. H. P. Clement, 
parrister, who left Toronto in 1898 to 
act as law officer of the Crown in the 
Yukon and who lately returned from the 
Territory, has begun the practice of his 
profession in partnership with Mr. John 
D. Spence, his former partner in Toronto, 
who has in the past two years become 
well-known in the Boundary mining 
region. 

NEW BRUNSWICK. 

A great loss was sustained by the 
Bench and Bar of Canada in the death 
of the Hon. George Edwin King, judge 
of the Supreme Court of Canada. He 
undoubtedly was one of the ablest of the 
able jurists in Canada’s court of final 
resort. 

Born in St. John, N. B., on Oct. 3rd, 
1839, Judge King received his early edu- 
cation in his native province. 

While still a youth he studied for some 
years in the United States and gradu- 
ated a B. A. of the Wesleyan University 
(Middleson, Conn.) in 1859. He was 
admitted to the Bar of New Brunswick 
in 1865, and almost imme itately came 
to the forefront in law e:d in public 
atfairs. In 1867 he became :, member of 
the Legislature Assembly. In 1872 he 
became Premier and Attorney-General 
and so continued until he resigned in 
1878. In 1580 he was made a judge of 
the Supreme Court of New Brunswick. 
After faithfully and honorably discharg- 
ing the duties of that position for thirteen 
years, he was elevated, in 1893, to a 
seat ip the Supreme Court of Canada, 
since which time he resided at Ottawa. 
In 1895 he was appointed a commissioner 
on behalf of Great Britain on the arbi- 
tration in re Behring Sea Seal Fisheries, 
in which office he acquitted himself 
with eminent ability and won golden 
opinions from all. 

PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND. 

It is generally believed that Sir Louis 
Davies, who is Prince Edward Island's 
representative in the present Dominion 
Government (Federal) will succeed the 
late Judge King in the Supreme Court 
of Canada. In partnership with Mr. F. 
L. Haszard, K. C., and assisted by two 
promising young attorneys (J. F. Whear 
and G. Gaudet,) Sir Louis has for some 
years controlled the largest law practice 
in his native province. Since he took 
office in Sir Wilfrid Laurier's Govern- 
ment as Minister of Marine, he has al- 
most continuously been at Ottawa and 
has been but little in the courts. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

Sydney, (C. B.)—The celebrated Ball 
Estate of which some of the heirs live 
in New England, some in Philadelphia, 
some in India, and some in Cape Breton, 
Nova Scotia, is again to be litigated in 
the High Court of Justice in England. 
‘The estate is claimed to include proper- 
ties in Bedfordshire, England, valued at 
eighty thousand pounds, (sterling) prop- 
erties in Gloucestershire, valued at one 
hundred thousand pounds, (sterling) 
and a fund of thirty-three thousand 
pounds (sterling) which under the order 
of the Chancery Division of the High 
Court of Justice, has been already paid 
into the Bank of England. The firm of 
MacEchen & MacCabe of Sydney, Cape 
Breton, Nova Scotia, took charge of the 
case some time agu for the principal 








heirs and one of that firm has been re- 
cently booked to go to England to collect 
evidence and initiate proceedings to 
establish the rights of the American 
heirs.

B. of Antigonish, Nova Scotia, is about 
opening a law office in ‘‘the new Iron 
and Steei centre,’’ Sydney, Cape Breton, 
N. 8. 

Glace Bay, (C. B.)—W. E. Keefler, 
barrister, has opened an office in Glace 
Bay.

Hon. William Lount has taken his 
place as the new Judge of the Common 
Pleas Division of the High Court of 
Justice of Ontario. Much is expected of 
Judge Lount by the Bench and Bar of 
Ontario, and his learning anu ability 
will doubtless enable him to fulfil the 
sanguine expectations of his many 
friends,

ter, has joined the firm of McPherson, 
Clark, Campbell & Jarvis. Mr. Mont- 
gomery is a distinguished graduate of 
Toronto University of the year 1895.

Chatham—Andrew Epperson made a 
desperate attempt to murder Judge Bell 
and County Attorney Douglas in the 
County Court on the afternoon of June 
14. 

Epperson, who had previously served 
a term for stabbing, was up on the 
charge of stabbing his paramour, Ida 
Allison. The crime was committed last 
ApriJ. The jury had returned a verdict 
of guilty and the prisoner was remanded 
for sentence. A few preliminaries were 
being gone through with before proceed- 
ing with the next case, when Epperson 
made a dash from the prisoner’s dock 
towards Judge Beil, the senior county 
judge. Just in front of him were lying 
the razor and knives used as exhibits in 
the stabbing case. Epperson seized the 
sharp razor and rushed towards the 
bench. Constable Charles R. Cape, 
meanwhile had made an effort to stop 
the infuriated man, bat he was hurled 
to the flooras if he were a feather- 
weight. Seeing that his attempt at 
murder was about to be frustrated Ep- 
person turned on the constable and was 
about to attack him with the weapon 
when Sheriff Gemmill, Crown Attorney 
Douglas, High Constable Coogan and 
others tackled the man bent on murder. 
R. Bracken, a law student, and Charles 
Goodall, a reporter, present in the court, 
seized the prisoner and the former suc- 
ceeded in wresting the razor from his 
hands, as Epperson was about to stab 
the constable lying on the floor. 

The greatest excitement prevailed 
throughout The cours room was 
crowded at the time and pandemonium 
reigned supreme. In aremarkably short 
time the court was cleared, the prisoner 
removed to the cells below and the court 
adjourned. 

The affair has created the greatest 
sensation here. 

QUEBEC. 

Montreal—Judge Fontaine, who sat in 
one of the divisions of the Superior 
Court here on June 10, came on the 
bench without a gown, and apologized to 
the members of the bar, explaining that 
a gown which he had borrowed from a 
colleague had been taken away by the 
latter, who had forgotten to return it. 
The learned judge smilingly added that 
if he were pardoned this time he would 
strive to be himself lenient to others. 

Montreal—There was a meeting of the 
general council of the Provincial Bar at 
the Court House June 8, for the election 
of officers and the adoption of the annual 
reports.

will be remembered that Mr. Smith 
demonstrates that the criminal classes 
cost the United States the sum of 3600,- 
000,000 per year. Other papers are upon

‘Criminal Law Reform’’ by Hon. Edgar 
M. Warner of Putnam, Conn., and 
**Care of Discharged Prisoners’’ by Hon. 
J. Warren Bailey. In his address on 
‘*Preventive and Reformatory Werk’’ 
given as the report of a committee, Mr. 
Torrance deals a hard blow to the doc- 
trine of criminal heredity. 

“‘If the theory of those penologists, 
physicians and professors who believe in 
heredity as the direct cause of the crime 
is true * * * * but their 
theory is not founded on facts. It is 
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true, unquestionally, that there are 
hereditary criminals, but they constitute 
but a small per cent of tne whole num- 
per. For the purpose of putting this 
controversy to the test of facts, the 
writer had an investigation made of the 
record and family history, so far as the 
commission of crime is concerned, of 
ove thousand boys admitted to the 
Illinois State Reformatory between 
October 25, 1897 and October 23, 1898. 
‘The figures given would be substantially 
true of any other one thousand, as they 
were taken consecutively, and were from 
the city, village and farm. Of this 
number there were seventy-one brothers, 
three sisters, seventeen fathers and two 
mothers who had been convicted of 
violations of the law, twenty of them 
for disorderly conduct only, for which 
they were fined. The others had work- 
house, jail, reformatory or penitentiary 
sentences. Forty of these were cases in 
which there were two in one family, 
thus the forty represented twenty fami- 
lies. This leaves a total of seventy- 
three families represented, making a 
little over seven per cent. with criminal 
inclinations traceable to heredity. The 
others admitted came from the families 
ot which all the other members were 
law-abiding citizens. It may be said 
that heredity might affect the boy and 
yet the remainder of the family do well. 
Conceding this to be so, and it probably 
is in some cases, 1t would not add more 
to the per cent. given than would be 
subtracted by withdrawing trom it the 
families in which two members had 
committed crime where heredity was 
not the cause. Add to the above per- 
centage every case in which inherited 
mental or physical defects were the 
direct cause of crime, and the whole 
would not exceed ten per cent. It is 
neither fair, nor is it logical, to charge 
heredity as the cause of a crime com- 
mitted by one member of the family 
when all the other members are law- 
abiding citizens, unless that one has 
inherited an uncontrollable mental or 
physical defect. If the others conduct 
themselves properly, with proper sur- 
roundings and companions so would the 
one that goes wrong. Sickness of the 
individual which weakens the mental 
faculties; injuries which cause loss of 
control over the nervous system; read- 
ing impure literature which inflames the 
animal nature; private vices which 
wreck the body and mind, and the 
many other causes which operate in lead- 
ing the boy astray, might just as well 
be charged to heredity as the loss of one 
boy while all other members of the 
family succeed. 

Considering ten per cent. of the crim- 
inal classes to be such because of hered- 
ity, and that isa liberal estimate, ninety 
per cent. must be accounted for iu some 
other way. Ninety per cent. of the 
young convicted of crimes would not 
become criminals with proper surround- 
ings, proper companions and proper at- 
tention. This statement may be chal- 
lenged, but the writer is satisfied of its 
truth. Many theorists, with their as- 
sumed knowledge of the inner workings 
of the human mind, will probably assert 
it is not true, but the investigator will 
not produce the facts to contradict it. 
In treating this question, as in all others 
not well understood, une established fact 
is worth a thousand theories. One 
might as well hesitate to accept theories 

upon a supposed analysis of the 
action of the mind, the most intricate 
and least understood of all the parts of 
the animal, vegetable or mechanical 
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world, when the best educated profes- 
sional men have been baffled by it for 
nineteen centuries. ’’ 





‘*A Treatise on the Rights and Privileges 
Guaranteed by the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United 
States’’ by Harry Brannon (Judge of 
the Supreme Court of West Virginia, ) 
published by W. H. Anderson & Co., 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 

‘*The Fourteenth Amendment, as the 
author puts it, is, to a limited extent, 
discussed in works upon general consti- 
tutional law, but there is no work speci- 
ally devoted to it and the decisions con- 
struing and applying it. As its title 
will suggest, the volume is not one 
covering the whole compass of constitu- 
tional law. It is confined to the Four- 
teenth Amendment; buat it incidently 
touches kindred subjects, such as the 
provisions of the National Constitution 
as to interstate commerce, and against 
impairment of contracts by state legis- 
lation. It deals only with the first and 
fifth sections of the Amendment, as its 
other sections concern matters having no 
relevancy to those of the first and fifth 
sections, since those other sections con- 
cern representation in the Congress, 
eligibility to office and public debts. 
But the sections which are discussed 
embrace a wide and spacious field. It 
includes rights, privileges, and im- 
munities of eederal citizenship, nat- 
uralization, life, liberty, property and 
equal protection of the laws; due pro- 
cess of law; the relations and respective 
powers of the nation and states under 
the Fourteenth Amendment ; the relative 
functions of national and state courts; 
the furce and effect of state decisions 
in federal courts; the jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
over the supreme courts of the states for 
the enforcement of that Amendment ; 
the powers of federal courts over state 
courts by removal of causes and habeas 
corpus to enforce the Amendment; the 
effect of overruled state cases in federal 
courts; the powers of the state as to 
police, taxation and eminent domain, as 
etfected by the Fourteenth Amendment, 
and the right of restraint by the nation 
over the states therein; the restrictions 
that may be imposed upon monopolies 
and trusts and combinations; the power 
to restrain by injunction strikes and 
boycotts, called ‘‘ government by injunc- 
tion ;'’ the subject of exclusive charters 
and grarts by States and municipalities 
as fostering monopolies, and how far 
such charters and grants are contracts 
inviolable; the rights of naturalization 
and expatriation; the power of the 
United States to acquire, hold and gov- 
ern foreign territory, and ander what 
principles such government must be— 
whether ‘‘the constitution follows the 
tlag’’ into such territory when acquired ; 
and many other incidental and cognate 
subjects. ’’ 

The above extended quotation is given 
because it so well explains the scope of 
the work. Judge Brannon, has fulfilled 
the duties of author in a scholarly man- 
ner which goes far to make the book a 
standard and his style of writing is such 
as to render it ot interest not only to 
lawyers, but to laymen as well. We 
shall experience no surprise if the 
treatise 1s adopted as a text book in law 
schools and universities. We quote a 


portion of Chapter 23 treating of ‘‘Gov- 
ernment by Injunction’’ omitting the 
authorities cited. 

‘*This is the term or name of late given 
to the exercise by courts of equity of the 





process of injunction to prevent interfer- 
ence by large bodies of workmen, in 
periods of trouble between large manu- 
facturing and transportation establish- 
ments and corporations, on the one 
hand, and their employees and those 
sympathizing with them, on the other 
hand, with the property or business of 
such establishments or corporations, by 
boycotts, strikes, inducing laborers to 
quit service, or not to engage in the 
business, of the establishments named. 
Invunctions have of late been very widely 
used in such instances, and have excited 
widespread popular excitement and strong 
animadversion upon the courts, and 
such injunctions have been denounced 
as nothing less than ‘‘ government by in- 
junction,’’ and unconstitutional, because 
denying the rights of jury trial. Per- 
sons violating such injunctions have 
been imprisoned for so doing, without 
jury trial as guilty of contempt of the 
lujunction process. The only question 
is, does injunction lie in such cases? 
The courts have decided that it does; 
that these combinations of men in large 
numbers, in some instances many thou- 
sands of men, stopping railruads and 
impeding transit thereon, or interfering 
with other means of transportation, 
such as shipping, are public nuisances 
and subject to restraint by injunction 
trom ancient times. The courts have 
also decided that when such bodies of 
men obstruct individuals or large manu- 
facturing or industrial corporations, 
such as those mining coal or iron, or 
manufacturing iron or other things in 
which are invested large amounts of 
capital, and involving large property 
interests of individuals and corporations, 
they work irreparable injury to private 
property and business, and, being car- 
ried on by inumerable persons, most of 
whom are unknown, any remedy by 
suits aguinst individuals would involve 
infinite multiplicity of suits and give 
inadequate remedy and that for these, 
and other reasous applicable to particu- 
lar cases, the remedy by imjunction is 
the only adequate one. Many cuses 
have of late arisen under this head. * * 

Contempt of such Injunctions.—The 
courts having held that injunction lies 
in such cases as those above mentioned, 
of course a violation of such injunction 
constitutes contempt, as it would in case 
of violation of any other lawful process. 
It was strenuously contended that in 
proceedings for such contempt, the de- 
mand found in federal and state consti- 
tutions that no one should be deprived 
of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law, called tor jury trial, as 
the cases involved liberty. The jurisdic- 
tion in equity to award injunction being 
granted or established by decision. I 
am unable to see how the demand for a 
jury can be sustained ; for, as abundantly 
appears by authority, the jurisdiction 
in equity is as old as the hills, where it 
attaches, and equity proceeds without 
jury, the chancellor deciding on Law 
and fact, according to old practice, and 
therefore no jury is demandable in the 
main injunction suit. But how as to 
the contempt proceeding, a separate one 
from the injuuction, a criminal proceed- 
ing? * * * 

In a great and historic case growing 
out of the celebrated Pullman sleeping 
car strike at Chicago, the United States 
Supreme Court considered this question, 
and held that in all courts there resides 
authority inherent to punish for con- 
tempt, without intervention by any 
other authority, be it court of jury, it 
being sole judge of the existence or non- 
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existence of contempt, without jury, 
and that there is no constitutional right 
of jury trial in the case. ‘lhe Court, by 
Justice Brewer, discussed the question 
learnedly. It referred to the statement 
made in a prior case. ‘‘If it has ever 
been understood that proceedings accord- 
ing to the common law for contempt 
have been subject to the right of trial 
by jury, we have been unable to find 
any instance of it.’’ Reference was 
also made to another case approvingly, 
which held that it cannot be supposed 
that the question of contempt of the 
authority of a court of the United States, 
committed by a disobedience of its 
orders, is triable, of right, by a jury.’’

In many States of the Union lawa have been enacted 
prescribing certain duties to be fm me, me by foreign 
corporations which contemplate doing business in such 
States, and affixing certain penalties for non-com. 
— and, in some instances, going 80 far as to pro 
bit by judicial proceedings the enforcement of cop. 
entered into by such corporations that fail to com. 

ply with the spirit of the law. 

Under these circumstances it is apparent that cor. 
porations, intending to do business outside of their re. 
spective States, should have some trustworthy method 
by which they can learn what requirements foreign 
States demand of them before they can legally operate 
their pusiness in such States. 

With that end in view THE AMERICAN LAWYER here 
appends a list of oe who are reliable men, and 
who will attend to the business of filing papers and 

ive necessary advice as to all details made essential 

yy the statutes of the States in which the affairs of the 
corporation are to be operated. 

Where it is required of such corporations to open an 
office in the foreign State, arrangements can + gk 
with the attorneys in such States to utilize their office 
by designating it your office ef business in such State, 
or some members of the law firm may be named upon 
whom process may be served. 

Persons coming within the meaning of such laws can 
make arrangements with such attorney or attorneys 
for an annual fee for their services, which ought not te 
be less than $10, nor more than $25 per annum. 

The neglect to attend to those matters may deprive 
such persons or corporations of the right to do busi. 
ness in some desirable State or territory, or prevent 
them from bringing suit in some important matter. 

Those attorneys, whose names and addresses are here 
given. will advise you as to all requirements of the pro. 
visions of law pertaining to corporations that sell their 
products in such State by means of traveling salesmen, 
or operating any business while having no branch 
office, or factory, or other business ottice coming with 
n the purport of the statutes ot such States.
